ELL, WHAT do you know: 

The Examiner actually ran a 

correction last Sunday point- 
ing out the factual errors in the Jmage 
magazine item on me that ran a week 
earlier. 

The item had a full-color picture of 
me, a headline about ‘‘Racism in the 
Left Wing”’ and a snide comment 
from unnamed ‘‘City Hall’’ observers 
who accused me and the Bay Guardian 
of making lame excuses for our lack of 
Third World employees that seemed 
even more lame because we had 
blasted Mayor Art Agnos for racism in 
the Fire Department. 

The problem was, we never have 
blasted Agnos for racism in the Fire 
Department. We’ve criticized him for a 
lot of other things, but never that one. 

Of course, I could argue that we 
have a perfect right to criticize the 
failure of the city’s affirmative action 
hiring policies, even if our own press 
critic, Reese Erlich, has written a col- 
umn criticizing the Bay Guardian’s 
minority hiring record. For one thing, 
we are willing to publicly acknowledge 
the problem as part of the process of 
dealing with it. But perhaps more im- 
portant, there is a distinct difference 
between a large city agency (with hun- 
dreds of employees, and a budget 
provided by the taxpayers) and a 
small business with a few dozen em- 
ployees and limited resources. 

Of course, I never had the chance to 
make that argument, since nobody at 
Image called to get my response to the 
charges from the anonymous 
“‘observers.’’ Which, by the way, was 
a violation of the Examiner’s policy on 
anonymous sources — the paper, 
Image Managing Editor Bruce Adams 
confirmed to me, has a rule against let- 
ting people make damaging ad 
hominem charges anonymously. 

We have the same policy, as do a lot 
of other papers. The idea is simple: If 
somebody wants to call somebody else 
nasty names, let him do it openly. 
Adams told me that the item on me 
represented a slip-up in the enforce- 
ment of those rules. 

But these things happen, and I’m 
glad they printed a correction — al- 
though they didn’t make the crucial 
point: Since the ‘‘City Hall observers”’ 
had their facts wrong, the entire focus 
of the item was bogus. Remarkable, 
isn’t it, how many mistakes the folks 
at Image could make in a single three- 
inch item? 

Moving on to another unpleasant 
topic, the budget season is getting 
closer, and once again, it looks as if 
the community will be taking it on 
chin. Agnos is looking at cutting 
library hours and closing branches, 
cutting the budget for mental health 
services, etc. — and refusing to look 
for new sources of revenue. 

In an editorial on page 6, we note 
that the principle has not changed: 
Cuts for those who need services the 
most and no cuts for those who need 
services the least and can afford new 
taxes the most. 

This week, it’s cuts for libraries and 
mental health, and no cuts for PG&E, 
Santa Fe and the scavengers. As the 
budget debate draws closer, we’ll no 
doubt find many more examples. If 
you’ve got one, let us know: the 
Budget Watch ison. — Tim Redmond

Macris: Up to his old tricks 


has a critically important job. More than the 

mayor, more than the Planning Commission 
president, more than any member of the Board of 
Supervisors, the planning director sets the tone for 
what may be the single most important issue in San 
Francisco: Where and how new development will 
take place. 

Officially, the planning director works for the 
commission, which works for the mayor. In 
theory, the commission sets policy and the direc- 
(or simply carries it out. 

But in practice, the day-to-day decisions that are 
up to the planning director often set the agenda, 
and the planning commissioners — seven people 
who have other jobs and responsibilities and who 
meet only once a week — do little but respond. 

That’s the way it’s been in San Francisco for 
most of the ten years Dean Macris has spent at the 
city-planning helm. In fact, one of the most impor- 
tant decisions Dianne Feinstein made after taking 
office as mayor was to oust Planning Director Rai 
Okamoto (appointed by George Moscone) and re- 
place him with Macris. Macris saw city planning 
the way Feinstein did: as a tool to allow developers 
to build almost anything they wanted. 

Under Feinstein, Macris would meet privately 
with a developer, work out a building proposal and 
bring it to the commission — which never once 
turned his recommendation down. Under Macris, 
the skyline got darker, the streets got more con- 
gested, the bridges became choked, Muni was 
overwhelmed and the city budget became a con- 
stant disaster. But when Art Agnos became mayor, 
after a campaign based on promises of change, he 
decided to keep the planning director on the job. 

This time, the mayor and his new planning com- 
mission said, things would be different: Dean 
Macris would work for the commission, and with 
the community. We were dubious — and now, it 
seems, we were right. 

Dean Macris is up to his old tricks again. As Jim 
Balderston reports on page 15, Macris has been 
meeting privately with John Sanger, the attorney 
representing the coalition of New Zealand devel- 
opers and Texas financiers who want to build an 
oversized, unneeded and environmentally 
disastrous aquarium at Pier 39. He is ignoring the 
work of aneighborhood advisory group and easing 
the project through the planning process with 
velvet gloves. 

The aquarium is the last thing Fisherman’s 
Wharf (or anyplace else in the city) needs right 
now. A report done for the city by Sedway and 
Associates shows the project could cost the 
Steinhart Aquarium $400,000 a year in lost 
revenue. The Steinhart is a nationally famous 
research institution that presents the wonders of 


S= FRANCISCO’S city planning director 
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nature to visitors in the context of scientific learn- 
ing. It’s also subsidized by the city. 

Competition from a glitzy, commercial, for- 
profit tourist trap (Sue Hestor calls it ‘“‘Ripley’s 
Believe It Or Not For Fish’’) will hurt the Steinhart 
and possibly exacerbate the city’s serious budget 
problems. The project will also worsen the traffic 
and parking nightmare at the Wharf and undercut 
the Master Plan’s priorities for the area. 

All this to enrich a group of out-of-town in- 
vestors who will wind up taking even more money 
out of the city and adding little to the local 
economy. 

The ‘‘Underwater World’’ aquarium project 
should have been rejected the minute it arrived on 
the planning director’s desk. At the very least, the 
Fisherman’s Wharf neighborhood groups and citi- 
zens planning advisory committee (as well as the 
Steinhart folks) should have had extensive input in- 
to the shape of the project. Every meeting between 
Macris or any other planning staffer and a repre- 
sentative of the developer should have been held in 
public, with invitations sent out to all of the in- 
terested groups. 

Instead, the project will likely come before the 
Planning Commission in finished form. Yet 
another Agnos administration deal will have been 
cut in secret — and the lawyers and lobbyists for 
the developers, who include Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown, Assemblyman John Burton and lob- 
byist Marcia Smolens, will argue that their clients 
have already poured huge sums of money into the 
plans, so any changes or delays will be prohibitively 
expensive for them — and to hell with the city. 

If that happens, we hope that at least four com- 
missioners have the integrity and political fortitude 
to vote against the project. But right now, they 
have a more important job to do. 

The city has clear planning policies for Fisher- 
man’s Wharf. Proposition M has even more clear 
priority policies for the city as a whole. And Mayor 
Agnos and the Planning Commission have equally 
clear policies for the role citizens groups — and the 
planning director — should play in addressing a 
major project that could dramatically affect the 
city’s environment and economy. In the case of 
Underwater World, Dean Macris has ignored all of 
those policies. 

San Francisco under Art Agnos ought, by all 
rights, to have a visionary planning director who 
can put the city on the cutting edge of progressive 
housing, economic and environmental planning 
policy. That may be too much to hope for. 

But at the very least, if the mayor and the com- 
missioners can’t convince Dean Macris to follow 
their specific mandates in public, they should do 
what Feinstein did a decade ago to a planning 
director v‘hose policies clashed with hers: Fire him. 


Why no cuts for PG&E? 


promoting budget cuts that would hurt those 

who need city services the most — and re- 
fusing to seek new revenues from those who would 
be hurt the least. 

The principle is the same as it was last year: Cuts 
for the libraries and for public health, which are 
already stressed to the limit — and no cuts for 
PG&E, Santa Fe or the scavengers, which are get- 
ting rich at city expense. 

The city’s projected budget deficit for fiscal 
1989-90 doesn’t appear quite as bad as last year’s 
— just $58 million or so. If the figures compiled 
last year by Supervisor Richard Hongisto and 
Budget Analyst Harvey Rose are accurate, the city 
could wipe out virtually every cent of that by scrap- 
ping its contracts with PG&E and bringing public 
power to San Francisco. 

Of course, the city has other sources of revenue, 
too. As the Bay Guardian reported March 8th, the 
companies that collect San Francisco’s garbage, 
which are owned by Norcal Solid Waste Systems, 
are asking residents to pay for an employee buy-out 
plan — but pay no franchise fee. And Santa Fe 
Pacific Realty, which owns the Mission Bay site, just 


0 NCE AGAIN, Mayor Agnos appears to be 


got a reduced assessment that will cost the city some 
$625,000 a year in lost tax revenue. 

But the mayor isn’t saying a word about those 
problems. Instead, he’s looking at closing some 
branch libraries altogether, and shutting down the 
main library for one day a week. And he is talking 
about cutting as much as 10 percent out of the 
Health Department budget — a move that could 
lead to the elimination of community mental 
health services. 

The long-term costs of moves like those are phe- 
nomenal. Reducing community mental health 
services (which are relatively cheap) will lead to an 
increase in the number of people who go untreated 
until they need serious, inpatient treatment (which 
is much more expensive). Cuts in library services 
mean less access to educational resources for the 
segment of the population most in need of those 
resources. 

Sure, there’s still some waste and fat in city 
government. But compared to what the city is giv- 
ing away to giant, rich and powerful corporations, 
any waste at City Hall is birdseed. 

We repeat: Where are the cuts for PG&E, Santa 
Fe and the scavengers?

Journalists of color 


Reese Erlich is absolutely right about the lack of 
people of color at the Bay Guardian (see Bay 
Guardian 4/5/89) and other alternative publica- 
‘tions in the Bay Area (and the major Northern 
California dailies, including both the Chronicle, 
the Examiner and the San Jose Mercury News). 
What this translates to is a lack of editorial 
coverage about issues and concerns of Hispanics, 
Asians, Native Americans and blacks. 

Both Erlich’s article and Tim Redmond’s rebut- 
tal use the quote ‘‘we can’t find qualified minority 
journalists’’ as a reason why more bylines from 
people of color are not found in the Bay Guardian. 
Journalists of color have heard this excuse when- 
ever a media concern has been challenged about 
the lack of journalists of color at their operation. 
Ten years ago the Columbia Journalism Review 
conducted a study indicating that some newspaper 
editors had no problem finding journalists of col- 
or, but other editors said there was a severe lack of 
journalists of color. That situation has not chang- 
ed in many U.S. cities. A recent survey by the 
American Society for Newspaper Publishers says 
only 7 percent of all newspaper jobs nationwide 
belong to people of color. 

No people of color were selected for the Bay 
Guardian’s Press Box feature. Several people I 
know would have been qualified to write for Press 
Box, including El Tecolote publisher Juan 
Gonzales, political media consultant Debra 
Campbell, who was a press officer for the 1984 
Democratic Convention and a press spokesperson 
for the 1988 Jackson campaign, or Wendall Harper, 
news director at KPFA. 

Here are several suggestions in addition to 
Erlich’s points: 

a. Maintain working relationships with the Bay 
Area chapters of the Association of Black Jour- 
nalists, Asian American Journalists and the Asso- 
ciation of Third World Journalists. 

b. Encourage writers of color to work as free- 
lancers. Some journalists will work for free, but 
most journalists do it for the money and I know 
many writers of color who would be willing to write 
for the alternative press for a reasonable salary or 
freelance rate. 

c. Make the Bay Guardian more accessible where 
people of color live. It’s nearly impossible to find a 
Bay Guardian in the Bayview-Hunters Point area or 
on Divisadero Street, the main thoroughfare of 
what’s left of the Fillmore’s black community. 

Finally, if you do bring some people of color on 
board, please do not make them the ‘‘house ex- 
perts’’ on their communities or ethnic groups. Peo- 
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ple of color can write about the planning commis- 
sion, the ballet, the latest scandal at City Hall and 
yes, even about good old PG&E. 

The press has been very afraid to examine affir- 
mative action policies in the newsroom. As the Col- 
umbia Journalism Review would say, you get a 
laurel for printing Erlich’s column but you'll get a 
“dart”’ if you don’t follow up. Let’s see if the rest 
of the Bay Area journalistic community — the 
dailies, the electronic media, the professional 
societies and the journalism schools — can be just 
as frank in confronting racism in journalism.

Oakland A’s ‘‘Clean Team’’: 
Oakland Athletics Vice Presi- 
dent Andy Dolich was standing 
at a podium in the middle of 
the women's bathroom behind 
section 122 at the Oakland 
Coliseum Stadium. He was 
surrounded by reporters and 
TV camera crews. At the 
opposite end of the restroom, 
a large buffet table held a 
spread of mini-quiche, raw 
vegetables, dips, fried 
chicken, meatballs, coffee and 
soft drinks. 

Dolich was not hosting this 
catered latrine press con- 
ference to declare that the A’s 
opposition in the American 
League West was headed for 
the toilet, but to introduce 
“The Clean Team”’ concept. 

In an effort to enhance the 
ballpark as a ‘‘family attrac- 
tion" and reinforce ideals of 
“cleanliness, health and 
respect for property,”’ the A’s, 
in conjuction with Proctor & 
Gamble, will install a ‘Clean 
Team'’ member in each of the 
stadium's 20 bathrooms to 
keep the lavatories tidy 
throughout the game. In addi- 
tion, there are new, padded 
diaper-changing tables in 
every restroom — women's 
and men’s — stocked, to the 
chagrin of environmentalists, 
with complimentary Pampers. 
To demonstrate the new table 
for the press, A’s controller 
Michele Jordan changed her 
cooperative 3%2-month-old 
daughter Toni. “The last time | 
came to a game,"’ Jordan ex- 
plained, *'l missed all five runs 
taking my children to the 
bathroom. Now | can just pass 
them to their dad.” But tell him 
not to expect brunch. 





HIV-positive help: 
Assemblywoman Jackie 
Speier (D-SF) has introduced a 
bill that would provide preven- 
tive care for healthy people 
who carry HIV (the virus that 
causes AIDS). AB 1600, 
according the Dr. Brad Gilbert, 
San Mateo county health of- 
ficer, “will provide coor- 
dinated, multidisciplinary treat- 
ment for individuals early in 
the course of HIV disease. 
Hopefully this treatment will 
both prolong the length of time 
these people will remain well 
and even reduce the number 
of people who go on to full- 
blown AIDS.” 

Last month, San Mateo 
county opened the first Bay 
Area clinic for healthy HIV- 
positive people, providing 
counseling, education and a 
preventive program of low 
doses of AZT (an AIDS

LOCAL VETERANS groups are gaining 
ground in a longstanding contest with the 
San Francisco Opera Guild. At stake is, 
literally, a piece of ground — the War 
Memorial Court at 401 Van Ness, where 
the Guild had requested permission to 
hold its annual Opera Ball Sept. 8th. 

Veterans groups opposed the idea, 
saying the use of that land is to honor war 
veterans. Only last summer, veterans 
groups held a rededication ceremony, 
sprinkling the court with “‘battlefield soil 
from all corners of the world where Amer- 
ican Fighting Men and Women have sacri- 
ficed their lives in the name of peace, jus- 
tice and freedom,”’ in the words of James 
Boudreaux of the the Howard C. Sperry 
Post ofthe Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

Despite a letter from Mayor Art Agnos 
supporting the Opera Guild request, the 
War Memorial Board at its May 11th meet- 
ing voted 10-1 not to allow the Opera 
Ball to use the War Memorial Court. 

“There was a good turnout of vets who 
spoke quite eloquently against it,’’ War 
Memorial Public Relations Director 
Elizabeth Glaze told the Bay Guardian. 
She said trustees were also concerned 
about damage to the lawn. 

In 1986 and 1987, the Guild did hold its 
season-opening event in the War Memorial 
Court, erecting a huge tent to cover the 
lawn and serving cocktails and dinner to 
approximately 500 people. After the first 
year’s ball caused more than $1,100 worth 
of damage to the grass, the Recreation and 
Park Department recommended that the 
board discourage such events. In addition, 
according to minutes of the War Memorial 
Board’s Oct. 9, 1986 meeting, the 
Veterans Affairs Council protested that 
holding the Opera’s gala event ‘‘on top of 
soils dedicated to San Francisco’s war 
dead . ... was, at best, in very poor taste.” 

The next year, however, the board again 
allowed the Opera Guild to hold the ball in 
the War Memorial Court, explaining the 
permission was granted one last time 
because the grounds would be refurbished 
the following year. 

In 1988, the Guild held its Opera Ball in 
the parking area behind the War Memorial 
Court. But this year it again requested the 
War Memorial Court. 

The dispute over the War Memorial 
Court is the most recent skirmish in a 
history of tensions between veterans 
groups and some of San Francisco’s 
largest performing arts organizations. Less 
an all-out war than an uneasy marriage of 
convenience, the relationship was arranged 
in the late 1920s, when the War Memorial 
building was created to house veterans 
groups and also to provide facilities for 
cultural organizations. 

Disputes over facilities use and financial 
arrangements have erupted several times in 
the last dozen years. 

Earlier this month, the San Francisco 
City and County Veterans Affairs Council 
sent Mayor Agnos a letter protesting his 
recent appointment of two non-veterans to 
the War Memorial Board. Although there 
is no legal requirement for veterans to be 
chosen for a certain number of trustee 
positions, the mayor is required to “‘give 


due consideration’’ to appointing war 
veterans to the board. 

According to veterans advocate Paul 
Hardman, there is now only one war 
veteran on the War Memorial Board.

SPJ AWARDS 
HONOR FIRST 
AMENDMENT 
DEFENDERS 


SIX INDIVIDUALS and a news organiza- 
tion were awarded the 1988-89 James 
Madison Freedom of Information Awards 
by the Northern California Chapter of the 
Society of Professional Journalists at a 
ceremony during SPJ’s annual Freedom of 
Information Day on Saturday, May 13th, 
at San Francisco State University. 

The James Madison Awards honor ma- 
jor contributions to the First Amendment 
and freedom of information during the 
previous year. The 1989 winners are: 
Attorney: Terry Francke, legal counsel to 
the California Newspaper Publishers 
Association and operator of the CNPA 
legal advice hotline. For years, Francke 
has been the authoritative voice of the 
CNPA hotline, helping the working press 
of the state — weekly and daily, big and 
small — roll back the forces of secrecy 
across the state. Franke is always available 
to provide reporters and editors with ex- 
pert advice and authoritative quotes on 
closed meetings, public records requests 
and other issues of government secrecy 
and public access. 

Career achievement: Dick Fogel, editor, 
Bay City News Service. For almost four 
and a half decades, Fogel has fought and 
won important FOI battles and has exem- 
plified the highest traditions for service to 
the First Amendment, as a Stars and 
Stripes journalist in Italy during World 
War II, as a UPI correspondent, as an 
Oakland Tribune news executive for 
almost 30 years, as the founder and editor 
of the Bay City News Service in San 
Francisco for the past ten years and as a 
founder and two-time president of the 
only statewide FOI group, the California 
Freedom of Information Committee, an 
umbrella group of media and news organi- 
zations founded in the middle 1960s. To- 
day, Fogel is the key Bay Area news ex- 
ecutive monitoring FOI problems on a 
day-to-day basis. 

Editor: Peter Sussman, editor, San 
Francisco Chronicle’s Sunday Punch 
section. Sussman is the editor responsible 
for the illuminating reports on prison life 
by prisoner Dannie Martin. He developed 
Martin as a writer and reporter, came 
vigorously to his defense when prison 
authorities put him into solitary 
confinement for ‘‘committing 
journalism,”’ and then worked to mobilize 
public opinion and raise money for the 
defense of Martin’s First Amendment 
rights. 

News Organization: The San Jose 
Mercury News, Robert Ingle, editor, and 
Bert Robinson, Sacramento Bureau cor- 
respondent. For the second year, the news- 
paper has been honored for its distin- 
guished investigative reporting into 
legislative secrecy in Sacramento. This 
year, the paper ran a courageous series of 
stories taking on the Legislature, demon- 
strating how it has been meeting secretly, 


‘I mean, you think the NRA’s hard 





to resist,” Assemblyman (Quackenbush 
told the Mercury News. “A paper

in dozens of sessions, to discuss 
compensation, benefits and perks in 
defiance of Proposition 24, the voter- 
approved initiative of 1984 that outlawed 
secret meetings of the legislators. The 
Mercury News also disclosed how the leg- 
islators came up with a secret Legislative 
Counsel’s opinion to justify their secret 
meetings. 
Working Journalist: Angus Mackenzie, 
co-director, Freedom of Information 
Project, Center for Investigative 
Reporting. Mackenzie was honored for his 
entrepreneurial brand of FOI work, which 
has produced notable national stories in 
print and broadcast, ranging from FBI 
haa assment of the underground press to 
FBI surveillance of peace organizations. 
Student Journalist: David Wainio, 
managing editor of The Pioneer, the Cal 
State-Hayward student paper. He was 
honored for his successful efforts to 
establish systematic procedures for the 
campus police and other campus officials 
to meet the needs of the student press. 
An additional award was presented to 
Peyton Whitener of Diablo Valley High 
School for his essay on the First 
Amendment. The student essay contest 
is a national contest sponsored by the 
Society of Professional Journalists, and 
Whitener wrote the best essay in the 
Northern California region. 


MERCHANTS MAY 
SUE PARKING 
AUTHORITY FOR 
ILLEGAL VOTE 


IN A HASTILY scheduled special meeting 
that may have violated California’s open 
meeting laws, the San Francisco Parking 
Authority voted May 9th for the second 
straight year to transfer $2.3 million from 
its Off-Street Parking Fund to the city’s 
General Fund. 

Notice of the meeting was not posted 24 
hours in advance, as required by state law 
for special meetings. Terry Francke, an at- 
torney with the California Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association and an expert on the 
Ralph M. Brown Act, the state’s landmark 
open meetings law, told the Bay Guardian 
the meeting was technically illegal. 

But beyond the technical violation of 
open meeting laws, the last-minute posting 
of the meeting discouraged public dialogue 
on a sensitive political issue. 

The commission’s action was especially 
upsetting to small-business groups, which 
opposed the move and had been assured 
by the Mayor’s Office last year that the 
fund would not be raided again. Leaders 
of seven different small-business organiza- 
tions pleaded with the Parking Authority 
to reject the transfer. 

The Off-Street Parking Fund is used to 
purchase, build and maintain parking lots 
in San Francisco. It is supported by 
proceeds from city-run garages and park- 
ing meters. 

Last year, the Council of District Mer- 
chants and other small-business groups op- 
posed the transfer, saying the lack of park- 
ing in their neighborhoods hurt business. 
This year, some small-business leaders said 
they were outraged that they were not con- 
sulted before the authority took its action. 

The Council of District Merchants is 
considering challenging the legality of the 





transfer on the grounds that the meeting 
was held in violation of the Brown Act, 
Terry Graham, a council member, told the 
Bay Guardian. 

Scott Hauge, president of the Small 
Business Network, told the Bay Guardian 
Agnos had promised last year not to raid 
the fund to help balance the budget. When 
the mayor did so anyway, Hauge said he 
believed the move would be for one year 
only. This year, the Parking Authority 
kept its plans secret until the last possible 
moment. City officials didn’t publicly re- 
quest another $2.3 million from the Off- 
Street Parking Fund until the May 9th 
meeting, held on the last possible day 
before the legal deadline for such trans- 
fers. The commission voted unanimously 
to honor the request only hours before 
the deadline. 

“It’s very difficult to feel like part of the 
process,’’ Hauge said, “‘when you feel like 
you’re being bulldozed.”’

LOBBYING 
BY PUBLISHERS 
RAISES ETHICS 
CONCERNS 


CALIFORNIA’S NEWSPAPER pub- 
lishers have long lobbied on both First 
Amendment issues and matters affecting 
the business side of their operations, but 
their aggressive efforts in Sacramento to 
oppose a bill that would have cut news- 
paper profits has sparked an unusual 
public debate over when and how pub- 
lishers should use their clout to influence 
public policy. 

San Jose Mercury News reporter Bert 
Robinson initiated the debate Thursday, 
May 11th with a page 1C article headlined 
“‘How papers kept tax from seeing print.”’ 
The article explained how the California 
Newspaper Publishers Association had 
mobilized to help kill proposed tax legis- 
lation that would have cost magazines and 
newspapers $80 million a year. 

The bill, introduced by Assemblyman 
Richard Polanco (D-L.A.), would have 
put a sales tax on newspapers and news- 
print to fund mental health programs. 
Under current law, newspapers do not pay 
sales tax on newsprint, nor do they charge 
sales tax to their customers. 

The Mercury News article has prompted 
Editor & Publisher, an industry journal, 
and the California Journal, a monthly 
magazine on Sacramento politics, to sche- 
dule future articles on the lobbying effort. 

According to Robinson’s story, CNPA 
General Counsel Michael Dorais asked 
publishers to lobby directly members of 
the Assembly subcommittee on mental 
health whose districts fell within CNPA 
member newspapers’ distribution areas. 
Dorais acknowledged the tactic was 
unusual for CNPA. 

Saratoga Assemblyman Charles 
Quackenbush told Robinson he had been 
contacted by executives at the San Jose 
Mercury News, the San Francisco 
Chronicle and the Peninsula Times 
Tribune. Three Southern California sub- 

committee members received a letter 
opposing the bill from Los Angeles Times

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President Richard T. Schlosberg, the 
article stated. 

In response to the lobbying pressure, 
Polanco agreed May 9th to remove the 
sales tax provisions from his mental health 
bill, Robinson reported. 

The incident demonstrates the power 
that newspaper publishers have over 
politicians and raises questions about 
whether publishers should use that power 
for financial gain. ‘‘I mean, you think the 
NRA’s hard to resist,’ Quackenbush told 
Robinson. ‘‘A paper can tube your whole 
political career.’’ 

Publishers typically represent both the 
editorial and the business sides of the 
newspaper, and therefore occupy a grey 
zone when it comes to political lobbying. 

According to Ben Bagdikian, a nation- 
ally recognized expert on media ethics and 
a professor of journalism at the University 
of California at Berkeley, ‘‘News 
corporations are no different from other 
corporations in the fact that they lobby for 
things that are good for their corporate 
profit-making, but every politician knows 
that when a publisher or a station manager 
lobbies for some business regulation or 
legislation in favor of that particular 
business, the politician also is talking to 
the institution that controls the access that 
politician has to the public.” 

Bagdikian told the Bay Guardian that 
publishers who lobby should go out of 
their way to show that they are not using 
their control over news coverage to 
pressure politicians. 

The best evidence the public has that 
publishers aren’t holding politicians 
hostage, he said, ‘‘is that they print in their 
newspapers what the issue is and print 
clearly and fairly in the news column the 
arguments on both sides of that issue.”’ 

That is exactly what the Mercury News 
did with Robinson’s article. Robinson 
took the unusual step of interviewing his 
own publisher, Larry Jinks, about phone 
calls Jinks made to Quackenbush’s staff 





and then went a step further by publishing 
comments that contradicted Jinks’ version 
of the events. 

By comparison, a Chronicle executive 
also called Quackenbush, according to 
Robinson, but the Chronicle never pub- 
lished an article about either the bill or the 
CNPA lobbying effort. Robinson told the 
Bay Guardian that no other newspaper in 
the state has covered the story, although 
since his article has appeared, two 
reporters, M.L. Stein of Editor & 
Publisher and Teresa Simons, representing 
California Journal, have called Dorais and 
members of the CNPA board of directors, 
including Bay Guardian Editor and Pub- 
lisher Bruce B. Brugmann, for comment 
on CNPA’s lobbying effort. 

The incident may lead to public scrutiny 
of CNPA’s lobbying priorities. ‘‘What 
many of the weekly and independent 
newspapers and many freedom of 
information forces fear,’’ Brugmann said, 
“is that CNPA is beginning to sacrifice its 
traditional First Amendment and public 
interest agenda to the business lobbying 
agenda of the state’s big dailies that 
now dominate and control the organiza- 
tion and are putting in place a more 
lavishly funded and aggressive lobbying 
operation.”’ 

One local example, Brugmann said, was 
Dorais’ refusal to seek an amendment to 
AB 2222, a bill by Assemblyman Byron 
Sher (D-Palo Alto) that could have limited 
public access to police misconduct 
statistics (see Bay Guardian, 5/3/89). AB 
2222 came up for hearings before the 
Assembly Public Safety Committee May 
2nd, but Brugmann said Dorais was more 
concerned with a May Ist vote by the 
Natural Resources Committee on AB 
1305, a bill by Assemblywoman Lucy 
Killea (D-San Diego) that could affect 
newspaper profits by requiring newspapers 
to use 10 percent recycled newsprint. Sher is 
chair of the Natural Resources Committee. 

Dorais did not return Bay Guardian 
phone calls by press time.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


On May 24th, the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel will be overrun 
with a host of modern-day 
carpetbaggers intent on 
discussing the future of San 
Francisco's South of Market. 

The all-day gathering, 
dubbed '‘The Cornerstone 
Conference,”’ is the brainchild 
of the the South of Market 
Business Association, and 
features 12 panel discussions 
with 62 separate panelists. 

Topics to be discussed 
include: ‘‘Who's sleeping in 
your doorway South of Market 
and what can be done about 
it?,”’ ‘Do service/light in- 
dustrial firms need to be South 
of Market?,” "Will commercial 
development succeed South 
of Market?’ and a slew of 
others. 

One panel seems most 
germane, considering the 
panelists themselves. ‘‘Will it 
be possible to live, as well as 
work, South of Market?" is its 
title, and if most of the 
panelists have their collective 
way, the answer to that 
question is a resounding No. 

Notable by their absence on 
conference panels are a 
significant number of South of 
Market business owners. 
Rarer, still, are South of 
Market residents. 

Instead, the panels consist 
largely of developers, real 
estate agents, labor leaders, 
architects, city bureaucrats 
and other interested parties. 

It is not really a surprise 
that so few SOMA residents 
are involved in the program, 
especially if one considers the 
cost of tickets to the event — 
$145 at the door for the full 
day, $65 for a half-day 
ticket. 

The program also 
features a sprinkling of local 
politicos, including Mayor Art 
Agnos, State Senator Quentin 
Kopp, City Planning Director 
Dean Macris and California 
Democratic Party Chair Jerry 
Brown, who will host the 
cocktail reception at the end 
of the day. 

SOMBA'S interest in the 
South of Market area is signifi- 
cant. A city rezoning plan 
that would limit future 
development — the primary 
occupation of many of the 
featured panelists — has been 
actively opposed by SOMBA, 
which would like to see a 
greater scale of development 
in the neighborhood. 

Not to be left out in the cold, 
the South of Market Vigilance 
Committee, consisting of 
residents of the area, will be 
leafletting the the hotel from 
7-8:30 am as participants 
enter the conference. 

The committee will also be 
presenting position papers on 
all twelve of the panel 
discussions, and is supported 
by a variety of homeless, 
neighborhood, and 
environmental activists, all of 
whom have concerns about 
the misrepresentation of the 
conference as a ‘first-ever 
gathering" of people 
interested in the SOMA area.

Blacks for Republicans? 


HOPING TO break the longtime alliance 
between the black community and the 
Democratic Party, a group of San 
Francisco Republicans is launching a 
“Campaign for Political Equality’’ 
designed to recruit black voters. 

Political consultant Darryl Cox, who 
serves as corresponding secretary for the 
Black Republican Council (and who in the 
past has been allied with numerous local 
progressive causes, working for district 
elections, highrise controls and as an aide 
to Supervisors Doris Ward and Willie 
Kennedy) told the Bay Guardian the re- 
cruitment drive is the product of years of 
frustrations in dealing with local 
Democratic leaders. ‘“We’ve been lied to 
for years and years about how we were 
going to benefit from this program or that 
one,”’ he said. 

Cox said many blacks are already 
reassessing their political alliances. ‘‘This 
is a problem I have been concerned with 
for years,’’ he said. ‘‘A fair number of 
other people have reached the same 
conclusion.’’ 

Cox also noted that the alliance with the 
Republican Party was not a repudiation of 
local progressives, but of the Democratic 
leadership. ‘The local Republican Party of- 
fers a political legitimacy that we have not 
had with the Democratic Party,” he said. 

On May 9th, the Black Republican 
Council sent out a letter to 1,500 prospec- 
tive members, citing the repeated failure of 
local Democratic leaders to deliver on pro- 
mises of black community development — 
including the highrise building boom and 
the ‘‘urban renewal”’ efforts in the 
Western Addition. 

Cox said this failure goes all the way to 
the top of local political circles. ‘‘I went 
back through the Chronicle, back to 1964, 
and could not find one word of protest 
from Willie Brown about the destruction 
[of the black community] happening in the 
Western Addition,’’ he said. ‘‘While his 
constituency was being moved out of San 
Francisco, he was silent.’’ 


Kennedy’s modest request 


SUPERVISOR WILLIE Kennedy has 
asked Budget Analyst Harvey Rose to pre- 
pare a report on the economic impacts of 
vacancy control — in the context of just a 
few related issues. 

In her April 7th request, Kennedy, 
through Clerk of the Board John Taylor, 
requested that Rose: ‘‘Perform a study 
that will evaluate the effects of rent con- 
trol and determine its beneficiaries; 
evaluate the impact of vacancy control on 
the economy of San Francisco and develop 
recommendations for the creation of af- 
fordable housing in San Francisco. Your 
early response to this inquiry, with a copy 
to Supervisor Kennedy, will be very much 
appreciated.”’ 


Kopp fights back 


IN RESPONSE to Mayor Art Agnos’s ef- 
forts to recruit Assemblywoman Jackie 
Speier to run against State Senator Quen- 
tin Kopp when his seat comes up in 1990, 
Kopp has commissioned a poll of his con- 
stiuents in the 8th Senate District. 

The poll results are good news for Kopp, 
and may serve to convince Speier to stay 
out of the fray in Kopp’s home turf. The 
poll, based on the responses of 600 voters, 
showed Kopp with a commanding 2-to-1 
lead over Speier. 

Agnos has been actively attempting to 
recruit a candidate to run against Kopp, so 


that Kopp will be forced to concentrate hi 
political resources on getting re-elected to 
the state Senate, as opposed to preparing 
for a possible mayoral bid against Agnos 
in 1991. 


Nelder delays resolution 


SUPERVISOR WENDY Nelder has 
delayed for at least a week a vote on a 
resolution to support a state bill that could 
substantially raise city taxes on utility 
companies like PG&E. 

Currently, the politically suspect 
California Board of Equalization sets tax 
assessments on utilities. Senate Bill 437, 
authored by State Senator Quentin Kopp, 
would allow cities and counties to appeal 
these decisions and ask for higher 
assessments — and correspondingly higher 
tax revenues. 

The board has been beset by contro- 
versy surrounding the votes of four 
members who have repeatedly lowered 
assesments of utilities like PG&E. The 
same members have accepted sizable 
campaign contributions from those utility 
companies. 

Kopp, spurred by this situation to 
introduce SB 437, was surprised to learn 
that Nelder had sought to delay a city 
resolution in support of the bill. 

“‘Why would anyone want to impede 
support for a bill that could bring an 
additional $2.3 million to the city?”’ 

Kopp asked when contacted by the Bay 
Guardian. 

The $2.3 million dollar figure represents 
the additional tax revenue the city would 
receive if PG&E’s San Francisco 
properties were assessed at the level the 
company itself had claimed. Instead, the 
Board of Equalization lowered the 
company’s self-assessment. 

(At press time, after requesting more in- 
formation from the Board of Equalization, 
Nelder voted for the resolution May 15th.) 


Clear the roads! 


LOCAL POLITICAL insiders were 
terrified to learn that a new potential 
menace to drivers could be unleashed on 
local and state thoroughfares sometime 
later this year. 

Grizzled political veteran David 
Looman — who has been commuting 
regularly to the Fresno area for a project 
— has received his instructional permit 
and is actively pursuing his California 
drivers license. 

Looman’s decision to once again take his 
rightful place behind the wheel — after a 
23-year hiatus — has caused no small stir. 

Repeated rumors of an all-points 
bulletin issued on the California Law 
Enforcement Teletype System — warning 
of the impending hazard — could not be 
confirmed as of press time. Neither could 
reports of a planned National Guard 
cordon surrounding Fresno. 

Looman, when contacted by the Bay 
Guardian, confirmed he would have his 
driver’s license later this year, and said he 
hopes to purchase ‘‘a four-wheel-drive 
truck with a gun rack.’’ 

Concerning the impending National 
Guard presence around Fresno, Looman 
could only note: ‘‘My understanding is 
that the residents will still be allowed to 
move freely within the city limits.’’

Seduced by the fusion fantasy

UR FAITH in technological developments has reached 
0 mythological proportions. Never mind Three Mile 

Island, the Challenger explosion, the Alaskan oil spill. 
Hope springs eternal from national laboratories and major 
universities, where modern-day alchemists turn dreams into 
press releases. 

And our journalists, who should have a more critical per- 
spective, also seem infected with this techno-disaster amnesia. 

When University of Utah Professor B. Stanley Pons and 
his British colleague Martin Fleischmann held a press con- 
ference March 23rd to announce they had discovered a new, 
simple way to achieve fusion power, the only question the 
media posed was: Is this really fusion? 

If it was, network anchors and science reporters con- 
tinued, it would be the answer to the energy crisis, the 
long-sought holy grail of clean, cheap, abundant energy. 
(Where have we heard this before?) 

Most reports focused on the unorthodox presentation of 
this scientific discovery — at a press conference rather 
than through scientific journals with peer review — and the 
issue of whether the phenomenon observed was really fusion. 
Valid concerns, indeed, but we have been unable to find a 
single published or broadcast report in a major media outlet 
questioning whether nuclear fusion power is really the energy 
path society should tread. 

No one sought out energy policy or nuclear industry critics 
for different perspectives, even though fusion would involve 
radioactive materials. 

Such critics are not hard to find. Dr. John Goffman, a 
physicist at the University of California at Berkeley and inter- 
nationally known expert on the health effects of radiation, and 
Michael Mariotte of the Nuclear Information and Resource 
Service in Washington, D.C., both told the Bay Guardian 
there are serious problems with the use of fusion power. 

But reporters and editors nationwide regurgitated fusion 
enthusiasts’ claims of clean, cheap and abundant energy. 
The familiar ring of this promotional jingle, with chore- 
ography by Reddy Kilowatt, should have reminded editors 
of the same song-and-dance routine used by the nuclear in- 
dustry 30 years ago, before present-day reactors bank- 
rupted utilities across the country and brought us TMI and 
Chernobyl. 


lems. For one thing, although many articles mentioned 

that tritium was a product of the experiment, almost 
none mentioned that tritium is radioactive — in fact, the 
radioactive material made notorious by recent problems in 
the H-bomb production process. As weapons plants have 
proved, the stuff escapes easily and exposes those nearby to 
radiation, increasing their cancer risk. ‘“You can reduce the 
amount of radiation,’”” Goffman observed, ‘‘but you can’t 
eliminate it.”’ 

In the event of an accident, huge amounts of tritium could 
be released — enough to cause widespread local fatalities. In 
addition, fusion reactions might quickly destroy the reactor 
vessel they were contained in, turning it into radioactive 
waste in the process. What with leaks and radioactive waste 
disposal problems, fusion starts to sound like a ‘‘kinder, 
gentler’’ version of today’s nukes. 

Reports often claimed fusion would be cheap and abun- 
dant because the Utah experiment was fueled by sea water. In 
fact, it used specially processed “‘heavy water’’ costing hun- 
dreds of dollars per gallon, and palladium — almost as costly 
as gold — for electrodes. If the experiment turns out to be a 
failure, as now seems likely, there are plenty of other fusion 
schemes in the works that make this one seem cheap. 

For decades, the federal government’s laboratories have 
spent hundreds of millions of dollars yearly on fusion re- 


T HE WISHFUL formulation ignored a few minor prob- 


search. Despite this, no useful energy output has yet been dem- 
onstrated. But like past government interest in fission, pre- 
sent government concern with fusion has to do with its 
military applications. If political pressure finally brings an 
international ban on nuclear weapons testing, laser fusion 
will provide the Defense Department with the ideal tool for 
small-scale ‘‘legal’’ weapons testing. Fusion could provide 
a way of efficiently making plutonium and tritium for 
nuclear weapons. 

Finally, all those Star Wars weapons will need enormous 
amounts of power in a package light enough to be lofted into 
space, and fusion might prove to be just the ticket. 


clean, and abundant’’ jingle were the pieces by jour- 

nalists who tried to flesh out the social significance 
of a successful fusion discovery with futuristic visions that 
were more science fiction than science reporting. 

For example, San Francisco Chronicle science writer 
Charles Petit, two days after the Utah announcement 
(3/25/89), wrote: ‘‘To wean the world from the fossil fuels 
— gas, coal and oil — would mean an end to offshore drilling 
and smog in cities. Worries about climate changes from car- 
bon dioxide, which comes from burning fossil fuel, would 
recede in an era of fusion energy.” 

In an attempt at journalistic criticism, San Francisco 
Chronicle TV critic John Carman reviewed network news 
coverage of the Utah press conference, rating newsrooms on 
how well each understood the world-historical importance 
Carman gave the item. In the process Carman waxed: ‘‘The 
economical use of nuclear fusion could end humanity’s 
reliance on fossil fuels, obliterate the greenhouse effect, 
eliminate threats of nuclear fission accidents, turn the Mid- 
dle East into a noisy backwater in world affairs, provide the 
world with a safe, virtually inexhaustable supply of energy, 
and even make air fit to breathe in Los Angeles.’’ Yessiree, 
and further research suggests fusion power will soon cure 
herpes and end class struggle. 

These flights into fantasy would be amusing if they didn’t 
affect social policy. Already fusion power is receiving much 
more government research and development money than 
solar and energy conservation technologies, although these 
are renewable, non-polluting and could become economically 
feasible in the near future. As Michael Mariotte observed: 
“Fusion is not the source of limitless energy, solar power is.” 

And riding the crest of publicity for ‘‘fusion-in-a-jar,’’ the 
Utah state legislature has appropriated $5 million to support 
further fusion research, Utah Congressman Wayne Owens 
has introduced a bill to establish a $100 million National 
Fusion Research Center at the University of Utah and at a 
Congressional hearing April 25th, University of Utah of- 
ficials asked the federal government for $25 million to 
develop commercialization of their process. 

The fusion con is a vicious circle: the government dumps 
billions into fusion research and almost nothing into alter- 
native energy resources like solar power. The energy oligar- 
chies, seeking to maintain their power over power, and scien- 
tists, seeking funding and recognition, promote fusion’s 
potential. Reporters, then assuming fusion to be the only 
promising game in town and wanting to appear on top of the 
latest, do their part to hype it further. 

This in turn generates more wishful thinking and more 
funding and more disastrous policies. Workers of the Fourth 
Estate are doing their readers a disservice if they don’t ap- 
proach these matters more critically.

Planning Director Dean Macris is working 
behind the scenes with out-of-town 
developers to promote a disastrous 

aquarium project at Fisherman's Wharf

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PROPOSAL FOR a huge 
new commercial aquarium 
at Pier 39 is pitting en- 
vironmentalists and Fisher- 
man’s Wharf merchants 

against a group of out-of-town devel- 
opers and some of the city’s most power- 
ful lobbyists. The battle could become 
the biggest test to date of city planning 
policy under Mayor Art Agnos. 

In the center of the conflict is City 
Planning Director Dean Macris, who 
helped promote the city’s massive 
highrise boom under Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein but promised to take a dif- 
ferent approach under Mayor Agnos. 

Opponents say that with this project, 
Macris has regressed to the bad old 
days of the Feinstein era — meeting 
behind the scenes with powerful 
lawyers and lobbyists for the aquarium 
developers, ignoring the concerns of 
neighborhood activists and citizens ad- 
visory groups and promoting a pro- 
posal directly at odds with the city’s 
Master Plan and the policies approved 
by the voters in Proposition M. 

Critics note that: 
®@ Merchants in the city’s most popular 
tourist area fear that the aquarium, 
projected to attract 900 visitors an 
hour, will bring the congested area to a 
standstill unless specific measures are 
taken to alleviate the traffic problems 
the aquarium will create. 
® According to a city report, Steinhart 
Aquarium in Golden Gate Park is ex- 
pected to suffer an annual revenue loss 
of $400,000 if the Pier 39 project goes 
forward. 

@ The huge aquarium project would 
be directly contrary to the city’s Master 
Plan provisions for the Northeastern 
Waterfront, which seek to “‘limit addi- 
tional uses which generate a concentra- 
tion of activity during the same peak 
periods, in areas which are heavily im- 
pacted with such uses.”’ 

& The project is sponsored by a New 
Zealand partnership and financed in 
part by the Bass Brothers of Texas, so 
little of the profit it generates would go 
back into the city. 

®@ Despite the tremendous poten- 
tial impact of the project, Macris has 
not met personally with the 
Fisherman’s Wharf Citizens Advisory 
Committee, which was appointed by 
the mayor to study planning issues in 
the area and has expressed strong reser- 
vations about the project. Macris says 


members of his staff have met with the 
group, but the planning director ap- 


parently remains ignorant about some 


critical issues the group has raised. 

@ While citizens appear cut out of the 
planning process, Macris has met per- 
sonally at least three times with John 
Sanger, the developers’ lawyer. And 
both of San Francisco’s Assembly 
representatives, Willie L. Brown Jr. 
and John Burton, are involved in lob- 
bying for the project. 


HE AQUARIUM — dubbed 
“Ripley’s Believe or Not for 
Fish’’ by planning activist 
and attorney Sue Hestor — is 
mammoth in its scope. 

The project, to be called ‘‘Under- 
water World,’’ was first proposed in 
1986 by Underwater World Company, 
a consortium of the Pier 39 Limited 
Partnership, ERA Equities of San 
Francisco and Argus Questar Corpora- 
tion of Auckland, New Zealand. Argus 
Questar has built a similar facility in 
Auckland. 

Visitors to Underwater World would 
be whisked along a moving walkway in 
large underwater plexiglass tubes 
through two tanks filled with more 
than 700,000 gallons — more than 6.6 
million pounds — of sea water popula- 
ted by about 2,000 fish. The six-foot- 
wide, 2,400-foot-long walkway would 
move at a speed of 80 feet per minute. 

The backers of the tourist attraction 
anticipate high demand, and expect to 
have to limit ticket sales to 900-visitors 
an hour. 

The project would be built on the 
eastern side of the base of Pier 39, neces- 
sitating the removal of at least 18 slips 
from the Pier 39 Marina. The construc- 
tion would havea “‘footprint’’ of 25,000 
square feet and rise three stories high. 

But by far the most significant im- 
pact of the project would be its effect 
on traffic in the heavily congested 
Fisherman’s Wharf area. 

The Environmental Impact Report 
on the project estimates that some 
10,000 people would visit the aquarium 
each day, and that 63 percent would 
use private vehicles to get there. While 
not all of those vehicles would bring 
visitors attracted solely by the new 
aquarium, the EIR estimates that 29 
percent of the trips would add new 
cars to the local congestion. 

An estimated 10 million people 
already visit Pier 39 annually. 

To address the traffic problem, proj- 
ect sponsors are proposing to improve 
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access to the Pier 39 parking garage and 
increase its capacity. But that plan has 
serious flaws, according to area mer- 
chants who oppose the project because 
they fear it will add to congestion. 

Chris Martin, manager of the Can- 
nery and co-chair of the Citizens’ Ad- 
visory Committee, told the Bay Guard- 
ian the committee had no specific ob- 
jection to the aquarium proposal itself, 
but had strong reservations about the 
traffic problems it would create. 

“The additional traffic from the 
aquarium has to be mitigated,’’ he said. 

The developers’ proposal to recon- 
figure the Pier 39 garage includes five 
different alternatives for increasing the 
flow in and out of the facility. The 
dévelopers also propose to increase the 
garage’s capacity — by painting new 
stripes in the parking area to create 100 
new stalls. But Martin doubts that a 
significant number of parking places 
can be generated this way. ‘‘There is 
not a lot of room in the compact car 
stalls,’’ he said. ‘‘I’m not sure that 
many more slots can be added.”’ 

The mitigation plan also calls for 400 
parking spaces to be made available 
during weekends at a garage at 80 Fran- 
cisco St., some 1,500 feet away from 
the site of the proposed aquarium. 

Any traffic mitigation measures, 
Martin said, should be thoroughly 
tested before the project is approved. 
“Tf they want the aquarium, they 
should test any traffic mitigation 
measures this summer,”’ he said. ‘‘If 
the mitigation works, it takes the wind 
entirely out of the sails of our 
arguments against the project.’ 

Macris told the Bay Guardian that 
testing of mitigation measures ‘‘has not

been suggested,’’ that there has been 
“no discussion of testing’? the pro- 
posed solutions to the traffic problem. 

But Macris said members of his staff 
“are always at’’ the meetings of the 
Citizens Advisory Committee, where 
testing the proposed traffic plans has 
long been a key issue. Hestor told the 
Bay Guardian that ‘‘on May 4th, 
George Williams [Macris’s top assis- 
tant] was at the transportation sub- 
committee of the CAC, and they 
definitely wanted a test of the plan at 
that meeting.”’ 

Macris also expressed reservations 
about the idea of testing the Pier 39 
traffic plan. ‘‘I don’t know if it would 
work,”’ he said. 

But City Planning is already conduc- 
ting a six-month test at the Ellis O’Farrell 
garage to see if 330 additional parking 
spaces can be squeezed into the garage. 
“Why are they testing there, if they won’t 
on the Wharf?”’ Hestor asked. 

In addition to affecting nearby traf- 
fic, the proposed aquarium would have 
a powerful impact several miles away, 
by drawing visitors from the Steinhart 
Aquarium in Golden Gate Park. Under- 
water World would reduce Steinhart 
ticket sales by about $400,000 a year, ac- 
cording to a study prepared for city 
planning by Sedway and Associates, a 
San Francisco-based consulting firm. 
The only real solution to Steinhart’s 
financial loss, according to the report, 
would be a direct subsidy from Under- 
water World. 

John McCosker, executive director 
of the California Academy of Sciences, 
which oversees Steinhart Aquarium, 
has repeatedly expressed his concern. 
In a Jan. 6th letter to Macris,

McCosker wrote: ‘‘Our objection [to 
the project] is based upon the financial 
impact it will have on the Academy.”’ 

McCosker also reminded Macris of 
his responsibility to protect the 
academy’s interest, ‘‘in that we are a 
City Department.”’ 

There is at this point no formal sub- 
sidy offer from Underwater World — 
but letters on file with City Planning 
show that Speaker Brown has been 
working to smooth over the tensions 
between the two attractions. 

In a Feb. 16th letter to Macris, 
McCosker notes that ‘from the time 
mitigation payment in this situation 
was first suggested by Mr. Willie 
Brown, Underwater World’s attorney, 
we have presumed that payments 
would be based on Underwater World’s 
attendance or revenues, as Mr. Brown 
proposed.”’ 

Neither McCosker nor Brown could 
be reached as of press time. 


ARTIN, WHO told the 

Bay Guardian he was 

speaking for himself and 

not for the committee as a 

whole, charged that ‘‘this 
project has had special treatment since 
it was proposed.’’ 

Hestor echoed that assessment. 
“*The project was put on the fast track 
to get it through during Dianne 
Feinstein’s administration,’’ she told 
the Bay Guardian. ‘‘Macris and Port 
Director Eugene Gartland wanted to 
jam it through without an Environ- 
mental Impact Report before Agnos 
got in office.’’ 

Hestor said only the most extreme 
measures prevented that from happen- 
ing. “‘I screamed bloody murder and 
they finally were forced to do an EIR 
on the project,”’ she said. 

Hestor also noted that the Under- 
water World proposal did not go 
through the normal planning channels 
— which include citizen input. ‘‘Every 
other project on Port property was re- 
viewed in a formal manner by the 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee,”’ 
Hestor said. 

Dian Blomquist, co-chair of the CAC 
along with Martin, told the Bay Guard- 
ian the traffic mitigation plan was de- 
cided on before her group had any 
chance to address the issue. ‘‘The deci- 
sion was made with just two people,”’ 
she said, “Dean Macris and John 
Sanger.”’

F SOME stupid computer acciden- 
tally launched World War III, Cliff 
Johnson wouldn’t be able to finish 
his car payments. 

For Johnson’s small financial 
reasons — and because he knows 
enough about computers and the mili- 
tary to believe he’s got a better chance of 
being vaporized than of winning the lot- 
tery — he filed a lawsuit this month in 
U.S. District Court in San Jose. 

A computer whiz with a Ph.D. who 
spends his days running Stanford 
University’s administrative computers, 
Johnson has spent his nights and week- 
ends for the past six years studying the 
fallibility of military policy that 
depends on computers to start a 
nuclear war. An attempt to bring the 
technology of Armageddon into public 
debate, this is his third lawsuit against 
the government. 

Researching his case, Johnson has 
found that: 


@ Computer-related errors could 
trigger the launch of nuclear missiles, 
and have come dangerously close to 
doing so. 

™ The software for nuclear missile 
launch decisions is error-prone. 

®@ Military computers are, for the 
most part, old, and their software 
codes are too complicated to operate 
without error. 


The danger of ‘‘accidental nuclear 
war,”’ launched on the basis of com- 
puter error, has long haunted nuclear 
weapons critics. But as a computer ex- 
pert, Johnson has concluded that the 
Strategic Air Command’s computer- 
ized warning system is dangerously 
accident-prone. 

Johnson’s analysis begins with the 
“Jaunch on warning”? policy. Al- 
though military spokespeople have re- 
peatedly denied it exists, many analysts 
believe it does — including the Union 
of Concerned Scientists, and the 
Washington, D.C. Center for Defense 
Information (headed by retired mili-

tary officers). 

The launch-on-warning scenario 
goes like this: 

Computers analyze data from sensors 
in spy satellites, radar and other 
information-gathering devices to deter- 
mine whether the U.S. is under attack. 

Because Soviet missiles could reach 
U.S. missile bases and command centers 
in 10 to 30 minutes, computers are cru- 
cial to the U.S. response strategy. ‘‘Only 
computerized sensors can figure the 
flight of missiles,” Johnson explained. 

“Only computers can discriminate 
the parameters of an attack. Only com- 
puters can schedule judgments quickly 
enough to advise and execute a launch 
of Minuteman and MX missiles prior 
to a predefined ‘use them or lose them’ 
deadline.”’ 

Because of the short time for re- 
sponding, a decision about retaliating 
with nuclear weapons must rely heavily 
on computer analyses. 

But the computers, says Johnson, 
are very likely to be wrong. 


OMPUTER-GENERATED 

false warnings of attack used 

to happen constantly. In a 

1980 report to the Committee 

on Armed Services, then- 
Senators Barry Goldwater (R-Arizona) 
and Gary Hart (D-Colorado) reported 
69 such incidents in the late 1970s and 
early 1980s. The Pentagon denies that 
they continue to happen, but no longer 
makes the statistics public. 

The Goldwater/Hart report docu- 
mented an incident in which a malfunc- 
tioning computer chip erroneously in- 
dicated to the North American Aero- 
space Defense Command that several 
Soviet missiles were headed for the US. 
Before the mistake was discovered, at- 
tack crews had started their airplane 
engines in preparation for bombing. 

Military computers, according to 
Johnson and numerous reports by the 
General Accounting Office, Congress’ 
investigative arm, are often antiques. 

NORAD is currently spending more 
than $200 million to upgrade the com- 





puters that process information to 
determine whether the U.S. is under at- 
tack. Its computers are now at least a 
decade out of date, in a world where 
computers reach obsolescence in 18 
months. For instance, messages com- 
ing in from satellite tracking — enemy 


+troop movements, underground tests 


— are routed through a large Honey- 
well computer. Honeywell no longer 
even makes computers. 

Weapons computers’ poor function- 
ality due to age is worsened by the in- 
creasing complexity of the software. 
According to the GAO, the computer 
system used at NORAD has ‘“‘unreli- 
able message-processing, inadequate 
computer-system availability, and dif- 
ficulty in maintaining . . . software.’’ 

In a report last year, the GAO said 
that after five years of developing anew 
computer system, the first time 
NORAD tried to fire it up, the software 
failed — as it did in 21 later tries. 

Even if the agency’s technicians can 
get it to run, the missile-detection soft- 
ware is problematic. 

“The warning-generation process 
has to be sensitive enough to detect an 
attack that’s actually happening,”’ 
Johnson explained. ‘‘In order to make it 
sensitive enough, you can’t assume 
you’ll get perfect warning. It’s a tradeoff 
between false warnings and the proba- 
bility of missing an attack that’s real. All 
sensors are combined and sifted through 
a statistical process [that is] hugely com- 
plex. It might just act absurdly.”’ 


HE SOFTWARE used to 

determine whether the U.S. is 

under attack is of a type 

known as Artificial In- 

telligence. Just in its ex- 
perimental stages, AI is meant to ap- 
proximate the subtlety and flexibility of 
actual thought. 

“‘The idiom ‘artificial intelli- 
gence,’.’’ Johnson observed, ‘‘is 
curiously convoluted, being applied 
more often when the coded rules are 
guesses rather than ‘precise and 
analytic. Most AI techniques amount 
to little more than brute trial-and- 
error.’’ For instance, he said, unrefined 
simulated logic could lead a computer 
to mistake a flock of birds moving 
under a warm cloud for an enemy mis- 
sile, since both may be moving swiftly 
and giving off heat. 

Such a computer mistake, said 
Johnson, was responsible for the U.S. 
attack on an Iranian passenger plane 
last July. The USS Vincennes was 
equipped with the Aegis system, the 
Navy’s most advanced battle-manage- 
ment array of radar, computers and 
guided missiles. Still, when the system 
picked up an approaching plane, it was 
unable to tell whether it was an F-14 
fighter jet or a large passenger airliner. 
In a classic case of use ’em or lose ’em, 
the ship’s captain had only minutes to 
decide, not enough time to review the 
confusing computer data before firing 
his missiles. The result was the tragic 
loss of 290 lives. 

The current suit is Johnson’s third 
against the U.S. computerized nuclear 
weapons systems. Because the other 
two cases were thrown out on the 
grounds that he had no standing to bring 
a suit, Johnson is arguing in this case 
that computerized nuclear-weapons 
policy is unconstitutional. 

The Constitution says only Congress 
can declare war. Allowing computers to 
make programmed decisions to launch 
nuclear weapons is an unconstitutional 
“‘form of nonrepublican government by 
machine,” says Johnson. 

The outcome of this case is unlikely 
to be different from the first two. But in 
bringing these suits, Johnson is publi- 
cizing information about the compu- 
ters at the heart of the nuclear weapons 
system — computers whose blips and 
beeps are all-too crucial to our future 
—or lack thereof. B

Spalding Gray brings his technique 

of ‘interviewing the audience’ 

to San Francisco in benefits for 

Art Against AIDS and Life on the Water

Y NOW Spalding Gray must 

be considered an honorary 

citizen of San Francisco’s 

performance community. He 

first performed here in 1979, 
bringing his richly comic autobio- 
graphical monologues to The San 
Francisco International Theatre Festi- 
val. And he’s come back many times 
since, attracting a die-hard following 
for his special brand of soul-baring 
long before Jonathan Demme’s film of 
Swimming to Cambodia made him a 
certifiable aboveground-underground 
celebrity. 

In recent years the 56-year-old 
writer-performer has really gotten 
around, turning up on the wide screen 
in Swimming to Cambodia, True 
Stories and Beaches, publishing 
numerous books including a collection 
of his monologues, Sex and Death to 
Age 14, and, just recently, appearing in 
the crucial role of the Stage Manager in 
a New York revival of Thornton 
Wilder’s Our Town. 

This week Gray returns to San Fran- 
cisco to help out two causes close to his 
heart. On Thursday, May 25th and Fri- 
day, May 26th at the Great American 
Music Hall, he’ll share excerpts from 
his latest monologue-in-progress at a 
fundraiser for the financially strapped 
performance venue, Life on the Water 
Theatre. For more information, call 
776-8999. 

And on Saturday, May 20th, he’s 
slated to participate in Art Against 
AIDS, a series of performances and ex- 


hibits benefitting the American Foun- 
dation for AIDS Research, the SF 
AIDS Foundation, Instituto Familiar 
de la Raza and the Minority AIDS 
Health Initiative. Gray’s contribution 
should be one of the more provocative 
events: an evening of interactive story- 
telling, with onstage interviews of 
selected audience members who are 
living with HIV, ARC or AIDS. This 
extension of Gray’s earlier piece, nter- 
viewing the Audience, takes place at the 
Butterfield & Butterfield warehouse, 
660 Third St., at 8 pm. For more in- 
formation, call 558-9102. 

In anticipation of his upcoming swing 
through town, Spalding Gray spoke 
with the Bay Guardian from his home in 
upstate New York. As usual, Gray had 
many new projects and adventures to 
report: a novel, more monologues, 
movies, travels to farflung places. And, 
also as usual, he discussed his doings 
with openness, candor and an unsullied 
sense of astonishment. 


Bay Guardian: I hear you’re writing 
your first novel. 

Spalding Gray: Yes, Impossible Vaca- 
tion — Knopf is publishing it in the 
spring of 1990. In it I’m working out a 
lot of my Puritan guilt. It’s one of those 
odyssey books, those travel novels, and 
it’s huge — 901 pages so far and only 
three-quarters done. You know what 
it’s like, but with more sense of humor? 
Thomas Wolfe’s big, discursive, con- 
fessional novels — Web in the Rock, 
You Can’t Go Home Again, Look 
Homeward, Angel. 








Over the past few years you’ ve cobbled 
together a very successful gadfly career 
— doing monologues, writing books, 
making movies, acting in other 
people’s movies. Has it surprised you 
how it’s gone, all the different direc- 
tions it’s taken? 


Yes and no, because I’m conscious now 
of keeping it going in different direc- 
tions so I won’t ever get kicked 
upstairs. I’m still trying to be the 
middle man — not to be astar, and not 
to go back to ground zero. I want to 
keep doing a variety of projects that 
satisfy me so I don’t get pinned down in 
any one category. 


You really don’t want to be a big star? 
Not even a little bit? 

No! If you do that, how can you bea 
fly on the wall? I just got back from 
Washington where I’m beginning to 
do research on a monologue about a 
reverse government audit. I’ve paid so 
many tax dollars that I want to find 
out what they’re doing with it. A lot of 
people in Washington don’t know me 
there, which really helped. And a lot 
of the young people who work in Con- 
gress, aides from places like Wyom- 
ing, were stopping me in the hall and 
saying, ‘‘We’re your friends. How can 
we help you?’’ 


Did they know you from Swimming to 
Cambodia? 

Yes. That film made all the difference 
for me, because it reached all the right 
people, and just the right number. It 





was a perfect way into the culture at 
large. 


And you just finished acting in a six- 
month run of Our Town. Doing a 
Broadway show must have been a big 
shift from performing the monologues. 
Yes, and it was incredible. Never did I 
think I’d be on Broadway playing the 
Stage Manager in Our Town. People 
ask me, ‘‘What play are you doing 
next?’’ or ‘‘When are you going to 
make another film like Swimming to 
Cambodia?’’ I say I’m writing a book 
and their faces fall: ‘‘Oh, a book.’’ 
Everyone thinks that if you do one big 
thing it’s going to lead toward the next 
big thing. It’s an American phenom- 
enon! Really my life is lateral, not ver- 
tical. My name isn’t Spalding Gray for 
nothing: Spalding is Old English for a 
meadow crossed by a stream, that kind 
of bisected image, and ‘‘Gray”’ certain- 
ly means that gray area. It has never, 
ever occurred to me to become an ac- 
complished, famous person doing one 
thing well. 


Casting you in Our Town was very con- 
troversial and your reviews were mostly 
negative, right? 

Oh, they came down on me in New 
York heavy, heavy! 


What was the major complaint? 

No major complaint, it was just, “How 
could anyone dare to put him uptown? 
He can’t even maintain a New England 
accent! This proves that avant-garde 
actors can’t really act.”’ Actually, I was 
speaking in my own accent, which is 


New England. Some people said, ‘‘He 
talked down to the audience, he was 
snide, he was flip.’’ Clive Barnes wrote, 
“Spalding Gray came from Outer 
Space and [director] Gregory Mosher 
left him there.’’ And Edith Oliver in 
The New Yorker said, ‘‘Spalding 
Gray’s deportment was a blight to the 
town.”’ A blight. It made me “feel 
like walking poison ivy. I expected to be 
booed when I went onstage after the 
reviews, but the audience was very 
supportive. 


Were the reviewers reacting to your 
post-modern image? Or were you really 
not playing it straight? 

I think they craved a sentimental 
revival of Thornton Wilder, and I 
didn’t realize how much they craved it 
until I read the reviews. Seven Days, 
Time and The San Francisco Examiner 
were my only good reviews. But in a 
way the bad reviews made me want to 
do the show more, they humbled me 
and made we want to prove them 
wrong. So I really focused on the part, I 
worked very hard for the whole run. 


When you came here to do your 
Terrors of Pleasure monologue a cou- 
ple years ago you were still a wide-eyed 
New Yorker in Hollywood, going for a 
screen test with Farrah Fawcett, find- 
ing out whether the camera ‘‘loved’’ 
you. Now you’re not such an innocent. 
What kind of relationship have you 
established. with Hollywood? What 
kind of deal have you struck?

Sanger, a former member of the 
Public Utilities Commission, represents 
the Underwater World developers. 

Blomquist expressed exasperation 
at Macris’ actions. ‘‘Dean just decides 
he is going to do the whole thing 
behind the scenes,”’ she said. ‘‘And it 
is a huge problem.”’ 

Macris told the Bay Guardian he 
had ‘‘talked to Sanger three times.” 
But Macris never met with the mem- 
bers of the CAC. ‘“‘They met with 
staff,’’ he said. 

Meanwhile, according to Hestor, 
Sanger spends a great deal of time a the 
City Planning offices. ‘“‘He’s down 
there all the time,’’ she said. “In- 
variably, when I go down there, I run 
into him.” 

To Martin, the aquarium project’s 
special handling is short-sighted. ‘‘The 
planning for the entire area should take 


precedence over one specific project,”’ 
he said. 

“*There should be a moratorium on 
further growth until we have an 
overall plan, until we know what im- 
pacts individual projects will have on 
the whole area.”’ 

The Citizens Advisory Committee will 
finally get a chance to review the traffic 
mitigation plans this week, nearly nine 
months after the draft EIR was released. 

Planning Commission President 
Doug Engmann told the Bay Guardian 
he was aware that there were competing 
interests in the aquarium project, and 
expected the commission to review it ac- 
tively before any vote is taken. ‘‘It is my 
impression that everybody knows what 
the issues are on this project,”’ he said. 
“There are going to be a lot of questions 
from the commissioners on it.”” 

Engmann said he was not aware of 
Martin’s or Blomquist’s complaints 
about the process by which the traffic 
mitigation plan was determined, but 
added the commission was sure to take 
a hard look at the issue. ‘‘I’m not say- 


ing everything was done right pr 
cedurally in respect to the Fisherman’: 
Wharf Citizen’s Advisory Committ 
but all of the issues will be out in fron’ 
of the commission,”’ he said. 

Engmann did say that any abuse o! 
process would be taken very serious! 
by the commission. ‘“This commission 
is trying to scrutinize everything the 
Planning Department does,’’ he said. 

Engmann emphasized the commis- 
sion’s new direction. ‘“Things are dif- 
ferent now,”’ he said. ‘‘It’s not like the 
old days.’’ 

Hestor also expected the project to 
get a close going over before it would be 
approved. ‘‘All the commissioners will 
be scrutinizing this because of the lack 
of proper process,”’ she said. 

But one observer of the situation 
suggested a solution to the problem, an 
action that could prevent future proj- 
ects from proceeding like this one, 
without proper community review. 
“‘We’ve got to get anew planning direc- 
tor,’ Blomquist said. ‘‘Dean Macris 
has got to go.”’ a

You know, it’s hard to tell. They cer- 
tainly don’t consider me the enemy. A 
lot of good things have come my way, a 
lot of surprises. Renee Shafransky and 
I recently got commissioned by David 
Putnam to do a film script about 
American tourists in Nicaragua. We 
just went down to Managua to research 
it. But I'll tell you something funny: 
Columbia Pictures, when we signed the 
deal for the Nicaragua script, said they 
wouldn’t let me use any of the same 
material for my own monologues. I 
had my lawyer fight that, and he just 
told me they agreed to let me use the 
stuff on Nicaragua, but not say 
anything about Columbia Pictures. 


They’re afraid you’re going to do a 
monologue about them? 

Yeah. George Coates said to me, 
“*You’re going to censor yourself for 
Columbia Pictures?’”’ And I said, ‘‘No 
George, if it comes to that I’ll tell the 
audience I was forced to sign this 
Paper.” 


So are you writing a monologue about 
Nicaragua? 

No, because I couldn’t perceive what 
was going on there in ten days. I was on 
a propaganda tour and I couldn’t see 
through that. Planned trips don’t work 
for monologues — I usually rely on 
serendipity. I’ll tell you the next one 
I’m doing. It’s about the interruptions 
I’ve had while writing my novel. I’m 
keeping a diary of all the interruptions, 
and it’s already enormous. 


One of those interruptions was a trip 
to Russia to show Swimming to 
Cambodia. What was that like? 
That’s a story unto itself. I went on the 
first unofficial American film delega- 
tion with Richard Gere, Matt Dillon, 
Carrie Fisher. We took along films, 
The Empire Strikes Back, Rumble 
Fish, Cool Hand Luke. At the begin- 
ning we had a complete translated 
script of Cambodia but it mysteriously 
disappeared in Moscow, so people had 
to try to translate it as they watched it. I 
would get up afterward to take ques- 
tions and the reaction was unbeliev- 
able. People over there are voracious to 
talk. 


Are you going to be writing something 
about the Russia experience? 

Yeah, that will be part of my new 
monologue, which is all about these in- 
terruptions. I’m doing about a half 
hour of it, including some Russia stuff, 
at the benefit for Life on the Water on 
May 25th and 26th. 


You’re coming out to help Life on the 
Water, where you’ve performed, but 
also for the Art Against AIDS festival. 
How did you get involved with the 
AIDS benefit? 

I was in upstate New York trying to 
finish the novel, and a lot of the time I 
was feeling self-absorbed and con- 
sumed with my own neuroses. I kept 
thinking I’d like to do more service 
work, more benefits, and the AIDS 
issue was on my mind. . . . | wanted to 
do something for the AIDS cause, like 
a benefit in San Francisco. Right then 
Annie Philbin from Art Against AIDS 
called me and asked if I’d do a minute 
spot on the radio for Art Against 
AIDS. I said yes, but I’d also like to do 
something for her San Francisco pro- 
gram, an evening of interviews. She 
said, ‘‘Don’t you do comedy?’ But 
then she got very interested. 


Is the AIDS issue of special concern to 
you right now? 

ll tell you, I often get involved in 
benefits for things that I feel strongly 
about or fearful about. Certainly, that’s 
been true in my work for Amnesty Inter- 
national — torture is a very big fear of 
mine. And AIDS is terrifying too. I’ve 
always found that one of the ways to 
conquer a fear is to jump in and talk 
about it, do a piece about it. 


Most of your performances are mono- 
logues about things you experience 
directly. 

Yes, but Interviewing the Audience is 
very different than my monologues. In 
that format I try to be a conduit for 
other people’s stories. I was in res- 
idence at the Mark Taper Forum last 
year for a program called L.A.: The 
Other, and I spent a year choosing film 
people to interview onstage about what 
it was like to live in L.A. One person I 
chose had AIDS, and that turned out to 
be one of the most powerful interviews. 


Are you pre-selecting people for the 
Artists Against AIDS benefit? 

Yes. I’ll have brief interviews with a 
cross section of people living with 
AIDS, men and women, and choose 
five or six for the show. 


How do you decide which people to 
use? 

I never know. I know it when I see it — 
mainly a presence and a humility, 
rather than a kind of performership 
dying to expose itself. I often choose 
people who have some reluctance and 
are not essentially exhibitionists. The 
idea is to get to know someone in 
public. I don’t want to know too much 
in advance, so the audience and I can be 
on equal ground. 


But is that a self-canceling idea? Can 
you really get to know anyone in pub- 
lic, in front of a large audience? 


Yes, Ithinkso. . . . Look, I usually feel 
more comfortable with meeting people 
in public than in my own living room! 
When I spoke in Tucson recently some- 
one asked me if I spent a lot of time just 
thinking, reflecting. I said, ‘‘Yeah, but 
I do it in public.”’ I do a lot of private 
work in public. . . . I think it’s a new 
kind of intimacy. 


Here in San Francisco many, many 
people, gay and straight, are affected 
directly by AIDS. Most of us know 
someone, a lover or friend or co- 
worker, with the disease. What can you 
add to our awareness about it? 

This show is a risk. I feel like odd man 
out, coming in on the middle of a very 
old story. I don’t happen to know any- 
one who has AIDS. So this is an at- 
tempt to throw myself back into acom- 
munity — it happens to be San Fran- 
cisco and not New York, which is odd, 
except that I do feel close to San Fran- 
cisco because of many good ex- 
periences I’ve had performing there. 


So in a way you’re coming as an inno- 
cent to the AIDS situation? 

Yes, and I hope something will be 
revealed in a new light because of that. 
I’m not updated, and I expect a lot of 
things will get clarified from people in- 
forming me and teaching me. I’m do- 
ing the benefit because it’s a cause I feel 
close to, and hope I can help with. It’s a 
real blind leap for me, but every time 
I’ve felt this kind of intuition and fear, 
something good has come of it. 

Are you concerned about what you can 
and can’t ask about AIDS in the public 
interviews, how personal you can get, 
how far you can go? 

I’m concerned about everything, I’ma 
nervous wreck about this thing! Look, 
I just opened my big mouth on the 
telephone one day, and agreed to do it. 
So I don’t know what I’m going to ask. 
I’m waiting for them to put me more at 
ease. And I happen to think that the 
San Francisco community and the peo- 
ple I’ll be interviewing are at a point 
where they can deal with it better than 
I, and that will come across. 


With so much going on in your writing 
and performing, it sounds like you’re 
leading a very rich and varied life these 
days. 

Does it? Idon’t think so. . . . Therich- 
hess is really in the mining it. It’s in the 
way you dig it out. 


How would you define the way your 
career is going at this point? 

Like I said before, it’s definitely 
horizontal. That’s almost unknown in 
our culture, but one of the artists I’ve 
kept an eye on for a long time, some- 
one’s who a long-distance runner, is 
composer John Cage, who’s in his 70s 
now. I hope I’m still horizontal at his 
age. B

Two Berkeley planners are promoting a Danish model 
called cohousing as a radical alternative 
for community development

RONICALLY, IN the crowded 
Bay Area, isolation is a common 
complaint. 
Whether they own a home or 
rent a room, many people find 
that work, children, commuting, er- 
rands, cooking and cleaning leave little 
free time. Friends often live across 
town or across the Bay, so that getting 
together requires planning weeks 
ahead. And while most of us may know 
— and sometimes loathe — our neigh- 
bors’ musical tastes, all too often we 
never learn their names. 

Kathryn McCamant and Charles 
Durrett, Berkeley designers and con- 
sultants, believe things don’t have to be 
that way. They’re promoting a Danish 
alternative they call “‘cohousing’’ that 
emphasizes group planning, decision- 
making, design and management. 

‘“‘Cohousing’’ approximates the 
Danish word bofaelleskaber, ‘‘living 
communities.’”’ Cohousers share a 
large common house with dining, 
child-care, laundry and tool-shop fa- 
cilities, while living in smaller, private 
homes clustered around a tract uncut 
by roads. The residents themselves 
planned, designed and now manage the 
100 such communities in Denmark. 

According to Durrett, the basic prin- 
ciples of cohousing include: 

@ A group of people developing their 
own housing. 

® Extensive common facilities to sup- 
plement single-family homes. 

® Architecture that fosters communi- 
ty, with homes built around courtyards 
or pedestrian streets. 

@ Complete self-management of the 
complex. 

After visiting 46 Danish bofaelleska- 
ber, McCamant and Durrett published 
Cohousing: A Contemporary Ap- 
proach to Housing Ourselves in August 





1988. Then they began meeting with 
local, state and even federal officials to 
discuss applying the group-involve- 
ment principle to all kinds of housing 


— non-profit, private and 
government-subsidized low-income 
projects. 


Through the book, slide shows, ar- 
ticles and a Today show appearance, 
the husband-wife team has been work- 
ing to stir up interest in cohousing. 

With the nonprofit housing consul- 
tant agency Innovative Housing, 
McCamant and Durrett have been 
holding workshops with groups in- 
terested in setting up their own cohous- 
ing communities. Such groups have 
formed in West Coast cities including 
Los Angeles, San Luis Obispo, Santa 
Cruz, Palo Alto, Oakland, Berkeley, 
Sacramento and Davis. 

One of five Seattle cohousing groups 
has already bought its land, and West 
Davis Associates, a Davis developer, 
owns a site and has already won “‘very 
strong support from the city council,” 
McCamant told the Bay Guardian. 

Although the idea may sound uto- 
pian, ‘“‘cohousers would say what 
they’re doing is not that new,”’ said 
Durrett. ‘‘They’re just consciously 
creating what used to happen more 
naturally, when developers weren’t 
putting 50 garage doors in a row.” 

Mashariki Kurudisha, chief ex- 
ecutive officer of the South Berkeley 
Community Development Corpora- 
tion, said she agreed, and likened 
cohousing to the collectives of the 
1960s and 1970s and to the traditional 
extended family. 

Politically motivated collectives, 


» Kurudisha told the Bay Guardian, were 


“a social solution to the problems peo- 
ple were facing, such as caring for chil- 
dren and reducing the costs for young 
couples trying to get on their feet.”’ 
The extended family has traditional- 


ly provided that kind of support for 
some families. Kurudisha said she grew 
up in her grandparents’ house, often 
visiting the homes of other nearby 
relatives. This kind of network was, 
and still is, ‘‘a survival mechanism for 
black families throughout the North 
and South,”’ she added. 

For people whose families are geo- 
graphically separated, cohousing pro- 
vides a cooperative mix of unrelated 
households that does not require 
political consensus. ‘‘Cohousing,’’ 
wrote McCamant and Durrett, ‘“‘offers 
anew approach to housing rather than 
a new way of life.’’ 


ESIDENTS IN cohousing 

communities save time and 

money by sharing resources 

and work. ‘‘Common din- 

ners in particular,’ one resi- 
dent told McCamant and Durrett, 
“have cut down on the amount we 
spend on food.’’ Sharing the optional 
common dinner also cuts down on 
work. With two people cooking each 
night in a community of 30 households, 
each person cooks only about once a 
month. 

Cohousers also have a ready mix of 
neighbors to socialize with, yet enough 
privacy so they can choose to spend 
time alone. In the United States, said 
Durrett, ‘‘we have shared houses, 
which is too much overlap for my taste, 
and we have single-family houses, but 
we don’t have anything in between.”’ 

Because retirees, single parents, 
childless couples and families live in 
cohousing, children and adults interact 
with a broad range of ages, ideas, needs 
and skills. The intergenerational mix 
combats loneliness in the aged and 
develops responsibility in the children, 
who attend group meetings and con- 
tribute their opinions too. 

McCamant and Durrett say the 


benefits need not be restricted to 


builders of new housing. They say they. 


want to revive troubled, low-income 
housing projects through resident in- 
volvement in decision-making and 
management. | 
“Community-building is the only 
way to address the pathologies in the 


7,000 housing authority units in San’ 


Francisco,’’ Durrett said. Increasing 
the number of police, security gates, 
cameras, lights and managers is ‘‘just 
addressing the symptoms.”” 

The turnaround of a Mission District 
low-income housing complex showed 
some of these ideas in action. In 1982, 
the management of Betel Apartments 
at 25th Street and Potrero hired full- 
time security guards to deal with wide- 
spread drug dealing, gang fights, van- 
dalism and racial friction. 

That year, McCamant was ap- 
pointed tenant organizer at the project, 
and got $15,000 in grants to landscape 
the bare, neglected courtyard. Meeting 
with residents once a week for six 
months, she won the participation of 
every almost every adult in developing 
a plan. ‘‘The next year we did the land- 
scaping,’’ Durrett recalled. ‘‘Almost 
all the adults and every child who could 
walk participated.”’ 

Neighbors who before hadn’t 
known each other’s names and felt 
threatened by hostile strangers could 
now talk together. One man, con- 
cerned about teenagers intimidating 
other residents, asked another to keep 
his son from hanging out with friends 
late at night. 

With more people out daily using the 
new playground and garden, gangs left 
and vandalism declined. Gisela 
Macedo, Betel tenant programs coor- 
dinator, told the Bay Guardian the 
residents then drew up new manage- 
ment bylaws and started programs in- 
cluding weekly tutorials for children 
and outings to Tilden Park and the San 
Francisco Zoo. An artist is now direc- 
ting a mural project. 

“‘We make a distinction between 
housing and warehousing. We’re 
focusing more on the human side of 
housing — the people, rather than the 
mortar and bricks,’’ said Durrett. 


“These projects do something extra to © 


make it your own.”’ 

National housing expert Chester 
Hartman of the Institute for Policy 
Studies in Washington, D.C. praised 
the social component of cohousing. 
“In terms of creating community,’’ he 
told the Bay Guardian, ‘“‘it’s a very ef- 
fective way of taking control of space.” 


HEN A group does 

build its own new 

housing, as in the full 

cohousing model, 

there are additional 
benefits. Future residents make the 
space their own by planning the physical 
design themselves. They decide what 
amenities — such as tool rooms, coop- 
erative stores, playrooms, storage areas 
— they want in the common house. 
They debate whether to include solar 
panels or gardens, and how to pay for 
and manage child care. 

Cohousing can also help strike a 
balance between people’s changing 
needs and the importance of stability in 
a community, by constructing private 
homes of different sizes. When a couple 
divorces or has another child, for in- 
stance, families can trade different-size 
houses without leaving the community. 

The groups also save money on 
developers’ fees, marketing fees and 
losses from vacant units, by developing 
plans themselves and recruiting resi- 
dents before .construction is finished. 
Durrett said there is a potential for sub- 
stantial savings in these areas. Ken Nor- 
wood, director of the Shared Living 
Resource Center in Berkeley, told the 
Bay Guardian he believes cohousing- 
type communities could serve low- to 
moderate-income people in the U.S. 
“Benefits like the intergenerational 
mix, child care on the premises, major 


savings in food costs and the common 
house together create an affordability 
that would enable moderate- and low- 
income people to live in high-cost 
areas,’” he said. 

Hartman said he agrees that the sav- 
ings of collectivizing could make 
cohousing a realistic option. 

But not every expert is convinced 
that cohousing would save people 
money. Joel Rubenzahl of Community 
Economics, Inc. in Oakland estimated 
“insignificant savings’’ of between five 
and 15 percent when people limit devel- 
opers’ fees and do some of the work 
themselves. 

Whether or not they save money in 
the long run, people who want to 
establish cohousing communities in the 
U.S. will face some obstacles — ‘‘land 
and construction costs are what they 
are,”’ McCamant reminded an au- 
dience at an introductory slide show. 


AND AFFORDABILITY in 

the Bay Area, a seeming oxy- 

moron, depends on land 

availability, and land is scarce. 

Carole Norris of the Berkeley 
Redevelopment Agency said, ““We’d be 
really happy to see [cohousing] happen, 
but there’s no land in Berkeley.’ 

If people could get hold of adjacent 
urban properties they could convert ex- 
isting houses, as several Danish 
cohousing communities have done — 
but displacing tenants to make room 
for a cooperative group could create 
problems too. 

Even if costs for cohousing members 
are less than the cost of buying a single- 
family home, many people would not 
be able to afford to participate. Durrett 
said this problem, too, could be ap- 
proached cooperatively: ‘‘When 
there’s somebody in a group who can’t 
muster an eight- to ten-thousand-dollar 
downpayment, then you have to look 
at subsidies, whether nonprofit hous- 
ing or something else. Within the group 
there have to be enough people in- 
terested in low-income issues that they 
will spend the energy necessary to 
associate with a nonprofit or get other 
subsidies.”’ 

In addition, would-be cohousers 
may find it hard to convince banks to 
make purchase and construction loans. 
McCamant and Durrett say they hope 
that when financial institutions see what 
secure investments cohousing com- 
munities are, they will be more eager to 
support them. Several Danish banks, 
familiar with the cohousing track 
record, have shown an interest in finan- 
cing cohousing in the U.S. 

Establishing a cohousing community 
also demands a price in time and energy. 
Not everyone can stick out the two-to- 
four years of meetings and effort that 
cohousing often takes from the initial 
get-together to moving-in day. 

But perhaps the biggest challenge 
for the cohousing effort is, as 
Hartman put it, ‘“bumping against the 
ideal of single-family housing.’’ Yet, 
he added, ‘‘as housing costs go up, 
that’s changing somewhat.’” 

“T think cohousing will work,”’ 
commented Norris, ‘‘if people start to 
understand and demand it.’’ 

“We're used to just taking what’s on 
the shelf,’’ said McCamant. Develop- 
ing a cohousing community requires 
people to “‘think ahead to where they 
want to be living in two years, in five 
years.”” Danish cohousers testify that 
the results are well worth the effort. And 

McCamant observed, “‘If they can have 
that major an effect on their own lives, 
in really choosing the way they want to 
live, it really affects how people feel.’’

In Mexico City's sweatbox gyms, the ambitions of hungry kids collide with the hard reality of Third World life.

HE BLOOD and marrow of 

Mexican boxing is distilled in 

this capitol’s many sweaty lit- 

tle bandbox gyms. Here, 

where the ambitions of 
hungry kids collide head-on and those 
climbing towards the top clash halfway 
up the ladder of success with those 
coming down hard, harrowing dramas 
are being hatched amidst the daily thud 
of fist against skull and the dull 
metronome of a hundred bags being 
punched in unison. 

A daytrip to these obscure and 
pungent rooms is a voyage straight to 
the heart of the unique bloodsport that 
is boxing in this oft-conflictual culture 
which calls itself Mexico. 

It is an industrious Tuesday after- 
noon out in the Tacubaya neighbor- 
hood above gridlocked Insurgentes 
Avenue in the contaminated south of 
the city. The ragged Cartegena market 
is at peak hustle: nopale cactus buds 
and chorizo sausage bubbling on the 
blackened griddles, old women digging 
through bales of soiled second-hand 
clothing, the pickpockets diligently 
prowling the crowd for pigeons. One 
has to step lively over the sodden corp- 
ses of a quintet of dead-drunk 
“‘teparochas’”’ snoozed out on oil- 
smudged Jalisco Avenue, to enter the 
sanctuary of the Lupita Public Baths. 

Public baths in Mexico City are the 
last refuge of unwashed citizens who 


often have no access to running water 
here in the most unplanned metropolis 
in the known world. A few of these 
public baths have rented out their up- 
per floors to famous managers and 
their moveable gymnasiums. 

Upstairs at the Lupita, mean little 
men are slamming leaky old Everlast 
bags in Cuyo Hernandez’s third-floor 
salon. Lalo Torres, a fireplug-sized 
featherweight who takes too many 
punches is up against a puffing Boni 
Flores inside the scuffed ring. 

Rosario Muro, once a main eventer, 
shadowboxes in a full-length mirror, 
his jerrycurls jingling to the cumbias 
blasting from the Bronx lunchbox at his 
feet. ‘This guy could hit, only he always 
got hit first’’ hisses the Tijuana Kid in 
impeccable English, the syntax learned 
mostly in the Los Angeles County Jail 
System. Tijuana trains the ‘‘novatos’’ 
(rookies) on the floor below. 

The scruffy, patched canvas is stained 
by generations of hopefuls’ sweat and 
blood and grease. For a half-century, 
the Sure Things and the Possibilities 
and the Never Wases have tramped up 
these and similar unswept stairs to ask 
one man to deliver them from the im- 
poverished colonias and “‘lost cities”’ 
of this metropolis, out of which box- 
ing, violent crime and bad drugs are the 
only escapes. 

At 76 wise years of age, 54 of which 
have been spent at the wheel of 
cramped little gyms like the Lupita, the 
sainted Arturo ‘‘Cuyo’’ (The Weasel) 
Hernandez has piloted his stable to 14 


world championships (Guadalupe Pin- 
tor won the bantamweight crown 
twice) and 32 Mexican national titles. 
Beginning at the bottom of the Great 
Depression with Kid Azteca, a Tepito- 
bred welter who fought over 200 times 
on a circuit that took him from Buenos 
Aires to Chicago over a 20-year career, 
Cuyo has steered the likes of Ruben 
Olivares, Carlos Zarate, Alfonso 
Zamora, Memo Valero, Gabriel Bernal 
and Pintor to heights their humble be- 
ginnings would never have allowed 
them to dream possible. 

- Hernandez is a slump-shouldered 
broad old man with John L. Lewis eye- 
brows and a mouthful of silvery hard- 
ware. So luminous is his reputation as a 
ring savant that the Greats and Near- 
Greats seek him out like acolytes come 
to sprawl at the feet of a Hindu Guru. 

“‘Bazooka’’ Limon came to Cuyo in 
desperation because “‘he knows all there 
is to know’ and Alexis Arguello, a 
million-dollar fighter, used to move to 
Mexico from his palatial Miami estate to 
train in Cuyo’s crowded quarters. 

Most afternoons nowadays, Don 
Arturo sits around the Lupita and dic- 
tates the beat reporters’ stories to them 
while his big bear of a son Enrique 
handles the more strenuous ring duties. 
Mrs. Cuyo, Hortensia, who has been 
sitting at ringside for 40 years and is the 
only woman allowed on the premises, is 
often in attendance. 

Who was the best fighter you ever 
saw, Dona Hortensia? ‘“‘Everyone has 
one moment,”’ she winks mischievously. 


The news guys hunker on the 
splintered benches and pump The 
Weasel for colorful commentary. 
“What about Zarate? He says he’s 
coming back,’’ the Excelsior man 
probes. ‘‘I hope he never comes back in 
here. I’ll run him off the premises. It’s 
best he stay retired,’’ Cuyo whips back, 
disgusted at ‘‘Canas,’’ whom he 
coached from boyhood, for his ig- 
nominious defeat by Daniel Zaragoza 
in Los Angeles last year. 

““How much longer are you going to 
stay at this, Don Arturo? You said 
you’d retire when Zarate got another 
shot at the title,’’ a gringo reporter asks 
impertinently. 

“The izquierda! The izquierda! 
Throw the left!’’ Cuyo suddenly barks 
at World Boxing Council mini-fly- 
weight champ German Torres, who is 
mixing it up with a no-name (Salvador 
Sara) in center ring. Retirement is clear- 
ly not on Don Arturo’s agenda. 

‘‘Both hands! Both hands!’’ he yells 
at Boni Flores, who works the big bag 
with lukewarm passion. The slump- 
shouldered old man shuffles over to 
show the kid the way it’s done. Ona 
tiled yellow wall of the Lupita, amotto 
is solemnly inscribed: Order, Respect, 
Harmony. 

Arturo ‘‘Cuyo’’ Hernandez, im- 
maculate as ever in a spotless white shirt, 
stands amidst a dozen little men whose 
fists could be their meal-ticket out of the 
crushing poverty of a Mexico in chronic 
crisis. A gringo reporter notes how well 
the gym’s motto fits its creator. 





HE NEW JORDAN isas dis- 
tant from the realm of the 
Lupita as it is from, well, the 
old Jordan. The original 
gym, a grubby hold off Arco 
de Belen in the city’s center, was known 
in the trade as the Cathedra of Boxing 
(Cuyo was in residence here for almost 
a decade). Graduates of this academy 
read like an honor roll of Mexican 
fisticuffs: Battling Torres, Pajara 
Moreno, Juan Zurita, Joe Conde, 
Teluco Lopez, Pipino Cuevas and the 
immortal Jose ‘‘Mantequilla’’ Napoles, 
whose four-feet-high autographed por- 
trait presently occupies the fourth-floor 
stairwell wall of the New Jordan, the 
upstairs niche to which boxing has been 
relegated of late. 

Other autographed portraits on the 
lower levels tell the true story of the 
Jordan’s transformation: the un- 
familiar names read ‘‘Robin 
Robinson’ and ‘‘Frank Vane’’ and 
“Kathy Smith,’’ North American 
champion body-builders flexing their 
shiny, burnished biceps impressively in 
the sunny stairwell. ; 

The wall-to-wall astroturf carpeting 
leads from one gleaming weight room 
to the next, each piled high with shiny, 
complex machines at which muscle- 
bound customers work out with all the 
deadly seriousness that dedicated self- 
improvers exude. On the third floor is a 
peaceful juice bar, where the Physically 
Cultured nurse great mugs of liquified

cesses of their regimens. 

One gets the distinct impression that 
the New Jordan is a ‘‘modern”’ gym in 
precisely the way that Mexico’s new 
“‘modern’’ president would like to 
‘‘modernize’’ the nation. 

Given the streamlined ambience, it’s 
not surprising that Mexico’s most 
luminous champ since Salvador San- 
chez, Julio Caesar Chavez (a tireless 
supporter of Carlos Salinas, incidental- 
ly) trains here whenever he risks the 
clotted gasses of the capital to promote 
his next knock-out. 

‘Flash’? Sierra seconds trainer 
Cristobel Rosas for the imperially- 
named champ’s big fights. Between 
them, he and his partner Adelaido 
Galindo search out the new Julio 
Caesars among the steady stream of 
teenagers who can dig up 25,000 pesos 
in monthly gym fees to get in the door. 
Both trainers are thoroughly modern 
boxing men, genuinely dedicated to 
building better boxers through a for- 
mula of diet, mental attitude, condi- 
tioning and ‘“‘tecnica.’’ 

‘“Hunger doesn’t make you a better 
fighter,’’ insists Galindo. ‘‘If necessity 
was the key, Mexico would have every 
champ in the world.” 

Afternoons at the New Jordan, situ- 
ated a stone’s throw away from its 
predecessor amid a warren of wholesale 
chicken dispensaries, the kids pile in 
from high school with thick books 
under their arms. 

At 15, Luis Fernando has been 
enrolled at the Jordan for a year. The 
aura of his idol, Julio Caesar, and 
repeated viewings of four ‘‘Rocky’’ 
flicks magnetize him to the spot. Week- 
ends he sells watches in the street to pay 
his gym dues. Afternoons, he trains 
relentlessly, waiting for his first real op- 
portunity to step into a real ring. 

“Tm getting stronger,’ he grins 
bashfully. ‘‘I want to be immortal, like 
Julio Caesar... .”’ 

Descending the carpeted stairs under 
the portraits of weightlifters, Eduardo 
Miranda, a fair ‘‘mesca’’ in the 50s, 
ponders what prompts today’s kids 
toward boxing: ‘‘They don’t have the 
same hunger we had....’’ An Old 
Jordan fighter, the trip to the new gym 
has stirred ambivalent sentiments for 
Miranda. 

On the second floor, a gaggle of 
nubile young women are having their 
gym cards punched. Some are lady 
wrestlers who work out in a secret en- 
clave to protect maskless identities 
from prying fanatics — but most are 
bank tellers and government workers 
who come daily to pull weights with the 
men or jazz dance or whatever it is you 
do to Aerobics. About half the Jordan’s 
clientele these days are of the female 
persuasion. 

*‘Humph,”’ sniffs Miranda when we 
hit terra firma in the chicken-strewn 
street below. ‘‘At the old Jordan they 
wouldn’t let the dames in the door.”’ 


HE BOILING, low-slung 

thieves’ kitchen neighbor- 

hood of Tepito is tradi- 

tionally considered to be the 

cradle of Mexican boxing. 
Kid Azteca and ‘‘Raton’’ Macias and 
Ruben ‘‘Barbed Wire’’ Olivares rose 
from these pitted streets. Chango 
Casanova often lay down on them, 
paralytically drunk only hours before 
he would climb into the Coliseo ring 
over on Peru Street to make a monkey 
out of the challengers. 

Today, the legend of Tepito lives 
on, even if the level of boxers it turns 
out doesn’t match those of 
yesteryears. Streetfights here, they 
say, are still unparalleled in elegance 
and style. In Tepito, every ‘‘chavo’’ 
knows how to box. 

The government of the Federal Dis- 
trict has astutely taken into account 
Tepito’s most vital natural resource and 
sprinkled the neighborhood with pub- 


lic gyms from which the next Pintor or 
Zarate or Salvador Sanchez might spring. 
Indeed, one such venue is the 
Salvador ‘‘Sal’’ Sanchez gymnasium, a 
cavernous building under the towers of 
Tlatelolco, a structure which boxing 
“‘professor’’ Bull Moreno only recently 
retrieved from Tepito’s numerous 
“‘damnificades”’ (victims of the 1985 
earthquake). 

Moreno’s gym is a spartan one with 
little equipment, which is just as well — 
few of the 30 or so kids who attend the 
afternoon sessions are tall enough to 
reach a hanging bag anyway. 

“My equipment is mostly the kids,’’ 
explains Moreno. ‘“‘I let them bang on 
each other — it’s better than using the 
bag.” 

A squashed bulldog of a man, 
Moreno is not optimistic about Tepito’s 
boxing future. ‘‘The fathers don’t want 
their kids to be fighters anymore. 
They’d rather have ’em be doctors and 
lawyers,’’ he scowls, a little offended. 
“They send ’em swimming now... .”’ 

Out there in the swarming streets of 
Fayuca-landia, where 18-wheel trucks 
are unloading mammoth mountains of 
contraband Bronx Lunchboxes, the 
polluted afternoon is building toward 
commercial frenzy. The Federal Dis- 
trict’s ‘‘Deportative’’ gymnasium 
down at the far end of Fray Bartolome 
de las Casas is a cool oasis from the 
hurlyburly of pavement upon which 
every item ever manufactured by the 
Asian export sector is being aggressive- 
ly hawked by Tepito’s teeming army of 
“ambulantes.”’ ' 

Inside a gym so dark it feels subter- 
ranean, Jose Medel and Rudolfo Mar- 
tinez, national champs both, are paid 
by the city to guide dozens of swift 
young kids, who might otherwise be 
selling chicles in the street, up and 
down the ladder of success. 

On a Saturday afternoon in late 
January, some of the youngsters are 
wearing enormous Hawaiian-style 
shorts and others are vaguely punk, 
tiny rat-tails sneaking down the napes 
of their muscular necks. At four, the 
whole gym seems to be bobbing and 
weaving in one sweaty, unchore- 
ographed ballet. 

In just a few hours, some of these 
kids need to be at the Coliseo Arena, 
where they will fight on television 
tonight for $40 — big bucks. 

After five o’clock the managers pair 
the fighters off to spar. Two tall light- 
weights with profiles like hired as- 
sassins, one of whom is wearing a head 
protector with the name ‘‘Lucifer’’ in- 
scribed upon the brow, hook and flick 
for three quick rounds. They are fol- 
lowed by a more compact couple who 
wildly flail at each other for three more. 

Petro ‘‘Hurricane’’ Garcia, the 
shorter of the two flailers, is from 
Tierra Blanca in the southern Veracruz 
Sierra, where they fill burlap bags with 
sand to make punching bags. 

One-legged Lalo Moreno, a small 
chipper man who manages The Hur- 
ricane, perches on his crutches and 
takes a census of the room. Most of the 
fighters here this afternoon hail either 
from the provinces or the periphery of 
the city — Nezahualcoyotl, Chalco, 
Cuatitlan. That’s where the fighters are 
nowadays, he chatters, out there in the 
misery belt that skirts Mexico City, or 
from the deep countryside, where the 
kids are hungriest. 

As Moreno tells it, although Tepito 
no longer produces the quality fighters 
it used to, what the old neighborhood 
lacks in native talent is more than made 
up by good young fighters who come 
here to the cradle of Mexican pugilism 
to learn from the masters. 

“Some of these kids are going up, 
God willing,’’ Moreno says softly, 
swiveling his gaze to the Virgin of 
Guadalupe up there on the wall. High 
in one corner of the Deportative’s gloom, 
the pink and blue neon surrounding the 
Virgin’s niche glows like a hopeful 
beacon in the most Mexican of shrines to 
the pungent drama of boxing. a

New telecourse programs offer 
learning flexibility for students on the run

S PEOPLE EVOLVE, 
so do the institutions 
around them. Today’s 
college students are 
older and have more ob- 
ligations than they did in the past. To 
accommodate the changing needs of 
their students, some colleges are turn- 
ing to alternative means of instruction. 

One example of this adaptation is the 
telecourse. The convenience of being 
able to attend class at home opens 
educational opportunities to the elder- 
ly, working people, the disabled and 
single parents. ‘‘There’s a growing 
need for more flexible educational op- 
portunities,’’ says Carole Roberts, San 
Francisco City College’s telecourse 
coordinator. ‘‘A lot of people are also 
using telecourses because it enables 
them to graduate faster. Education 
hasn’t been supported financially, so 
many students need to work while in 
school,”’ she adds. 

Roberts admits that the so-called 
“distant learners’? are at a disadvan- 
tage in some ways becatise they don’t 
have the personal weekly contact with 
their instructors. She is quick to add, 
however, that San Francisco City Col- 
lege is trying to offset the problem by 
including ‘‘video newsletters’’ three or 
four times a semester, in which the City 
College instructor gives information, 
schedule changes and a personal slant 
on the lessons. Instructors also sched- 
ule certain hours during which stu- 


dents can contact them by telephone. 

While critics argue that televised in- 
struction may decrease enrollment in 
traditional programs, a PBS study 
reports that telecourses may actually 
encourage the distant learners to go to 
college. According to Roberts, ‘‘Peo- 
ple who don’t normally come to cam- 
pus are attracted by the telecourses and 
encouraged, and they often come to 
enroll.’”? Some campuses, she says, 
even consider telecourses a good re- 
cruitment device. 

Telecourse programs are usually 
established courses used throughout 
the country and leased by the colleges. 
Assignments and exams are given and 
graded by the local college professors. 
Most courses are divided into 26 half- 
hour lessons and run for about 13 
weeks. Any necessary textbooks can be 
bought at the college bookstore. In ad- 
dition to viewing time, students are re- 
quired to attend an on-campus orienta- 
tion meeting and the midterm and final 
exams. Some instructors may schedule 
exam review sessions or other meetings. 

A sample of courses offered includes 
private pilot ground school, an- 
thropology, foreign languages, psy- 
chology, sociology and a variety of bus- 
iness courses. Most are introductory- 
level classes. 

Most of the courses offered are aired 
on cable and regular broadcast sta- 
tions. Channels 9, 32, 54 and 60 all 
carry some of the classes. You can 
watch the classes on TV for free, but 
educators stress the importance of the 


assignments that go along with the 
classes. Besides, if you don’t register, 
you won’t get credit. 

All tuition costs are for one-year 
California residents. Tuition for non- 
residents is substantially higher. For 
detailed course schedules and informa- 
tion, contact the colleges at the phone 
numbers listed. 


San Francisco - 

San Francisco City College City 
College offers ten classes, which air on 
Viacom Cable Channel 35. Those who 
don’t have cable TV can watch on 
KCSM broadcast Channel 60, but the 
KCSM broadcast runs two weeks 
behind City College’s schedule. 
Students can, however, catch up before 
midterm and final exams by watching 
videotapes at City College. For a few of 
the classes, tapes can be rented from 
College Video Service (information at 
orientation meeting). Telecourses are 
listed at the end of the regular City Col- 
lege time schedule, along with orienta- 
tion information. The next set of 
classes begins Aug. 21st. You can regis- 
ter by appointment or at the orienta- 
tion meeting. Courses cost $5/unit for 
California residents.

Vista College Vista currently airs five 
telecourses on cable and broadcast 
channels, but has offered as many as 13 
in past years.

The indicted junk bond king hires the best 
PR help money can buy

UNK BOND KING Michael 

Milken, the cream of capitalism. 

The ultimate entrepreneur, 

creating wealth for everyone by 

enriching himself. No! The man 

is an enemy of capitalism. He be- 
trayed the most cherished values of our 
free-enterprise system. 

These two clashing characterizations 
of Milken have both had their impas- 
sioned advocates on Wall Street fol- 
lowing his recent indictment on 98 
felony charges, including securities, tax 
and mail fraud. 

Coming to the junk bond king’s sup- 
port are scores of his clients and col- 
leagues. Close to a hundred dipped into 
their deep pockets to pay for full-page 
newspaper ads praising Milken’s 
“honesty, integrity and ethical con- 
duct.’’ Appearing in the Wall Street 
Journal, Washington Post and New 
York and Los Angeles Times, the ads 
declared the signers’ absolute faith in 
their friend Mike, calling him a man 
“who cares about people.’”’ 

Milken’s champions, of course, will 
readily admit he also cares very intensely 
about money. But even many of them 
were shocked to learn his earnings for 1987 





alone were an astounding $550 million, © 


more than the total income that 
year for the entire McDonald’s chain. 

Nevertheless, his defenders have no 
problem justifying why Milken’s wages 
for selling junk bonds were $180,000 
an hour more than the mini- 
mum wage they pay people to dish out 
junk food. 

Their hero, they contend, almost 
single-handedly revitalized corporate 
America, and his financial wizardry 
generated hundreds of thousands of 
jobs. In addition, because he forced us 
to become leaner and meaner competi- 
tors, we’ll be able to come out winners in 
the economic wars of the 21st century. 

As for Milken’s multi-million dollar 
earnings, he deserved every penny of 
his hard-earned wages. In fact, conser- 
vative economic theorist George Gilder 
argued in the Wall Street Journal that 
Milken was grossly underpaid for his 
wondrous work. 

In the view of Milken’s friends, he is 
simply being persecuted by politically 
ambitious federal prosecutors. And 
members of Wall Street’s inner circle 
are helping to hang the junk bond king 
because they’re jealous of his success 
and want to steal his business. 

Nonsense, assert Milken’s detractors. 
The man was a criminal who made U.S. 
corporations weaker, not stronger. The 
takeovers and leveraged buyouts he insti- 
gated produced layoffs, not jobs. They 
also loaded company balance sheets with 
hundreds of billions of dollars of debt. 
A bonanza of bankruptcies will be the 
result in the next recession. 

Furthermore, say the critics, lower 
industrial productivity growth, the 
decline in the dollar’s value, the 


massive U.S. trade deficit and other 
economic indicators all show the na- 
tion is in worse shape since Milken 
began his machinations. 

One of the most scathing condemna- 
tions of Milken was published by 
Barron’s, the conservative financial 
weekly. The author, Ben Stein, a re- 
spected financial journalist and muck- 
raker, maintains Milken’s insider trad- 
ing and price fixing corrupted the very 
essence of capitalism: free markets. 

Says Stein, ‘‘Michael Milken has far, 
far more in common with Abbie Hoff- 
man than with Adam Smith.”’ The ref- 
erence to Abbie Hoffman, no doubt, 
alludes to one of his early Yippie 
escapades. In a futile attempt to sabo- 
tage the stock market, the Yippies 
dumped dollar bills from the New York 
Stock Exchange visitor’s gallery onto 
the trading floor below. 

Adam Smith, of course, was the 18th- 
century laissez-faire economist. If you 
can think of capitalism having a single 
parent, he’s the one. 

Will Mike Milken ever have to suffer 
the slings and arrows of outrageous 
fortune? His chief attorney, Arthur 
Liman from the Iran-Contragate show, 
claims his client can’t get a fair trial 
because the stupendous sums of money 
he made will prejudice jurors against 
him. Liman does have a point. If he 
argues Milken deserved his paycheck 
because he’d begin work at 4 am, the 
average juror might just respond: ‘‘So 
does my garbageman.”’ 

To improve his image, Milken has 
hired public relations powerhouse Linda 
Robinson, whose husband heads 
American Express. If anyone can suc- 
cessfully hype the selling of junk bonds 
as more virtuous than ministering to 
lepers, she can. The previously noted 
newspaper ads, the Gilder Journal article 
and numerous other favorable media 
mentions of Milken in recent weeks 
already attest to Robinson’s PR skills. 

Also on Milken’s team is Harvard’s 
famed constitutional. scholar, 
Laurence Tribe, who managed to steer 
Berkeley’s tough rent control law past 
the U.S. Supreme Court. Tribe’s cur- 
rent assignment is to help Milken col- 
lect the $200 million bonus he was pro- 
mised for his labors in 1988. His 
employer, Drexel Burnham Lambert, 
wants to hand over the money, but the 
Uncle Scrooges at the U.S. Department 
of Justice won’t let them. (Hint, hint: 
$200 million would cover two years’ 
worth of rent payments for all of 
Berkeley’s 25,000 tenants.) 

The trial of the junk bond king is 
likely to take place in about a year. And 
with the best legal and PR handlers big 
bucks can buy in his corner, don’t be 
surprised if Milken winds up beating 
the rap, or gets off with a chicken-feed 
fine of a half-billion or so. |

SUSHI 


Country Station's unique ambience adds up to a fun night out

S IVE STATED in a 

previous review, sushi, 

along with pizza and 

burritos, has been the 

subject of many a food 

debate — San Franciscans have so many 

incredible restaurants from which to 

choose. The qualities that make one 

Japanese restaurant stand out from 
another can be a very personal thing. 

Country music, a sushi chef sporting 

acowboy hat and old library chairs and 

tables with the names of diners written 

in magic markers are the features that 

set Country Station apart from most 

other Japanese restaurants. A tiny, 

amusing place, Country Station is 

situated on a questionable but equally 

amusing stretch of Mission Street. I 


The gyoza, Japanese potstickers, are 
tender, flavorful and juicy. The tem- 
pura, crisp and light batter-fried 
vegetables, are a good companion to 
the gyoza. Shrimp tempura ($3.95) is 
just as crisp and habit-forming as 
the vegetables.

Sabanegi (mackerel and green onion; 
$1.40), unakyu (smoked eel and cucum- 
ber; $1.95) and California roll ($1.90) 
are pretty standard makimono selec- 
tions, but delicious nonetheless, and 
the vegetarian rolls are particularly in- 
viting. Shiitake (Japanese mushroom) 
and umeshiso, which is a combination 
of plum and perfumy shiso (both 
$1.80), were especially pleasant. 

The udon selections are chicken, egg 
or beef served, of course, with noodles 
in a flavorful broth ($3.80). The beef 
was sparse but the noodles and clear 
broth made it a simple and satisfying 
dish anyway. 

In the donburi category we chose 
unagidon ($5.80), which is smoked eel

Udon and donburi 
are also available for lunch or dinner, 
while sukiyaki and teriyaki are avail- 
able for dinner only. There is much to 
choose from, considering what a small 
place this really is. 

Gyoza ($2.95) and vegetable tem- 
pura ($3.95) are wonderful starters.

Chicken yakitori ($2.95), tender, dark- 
meat chicken skewered and grilled, is 
served lightly sauced, and also makes a 
nice appetizer. The seafood salad ($2.95), 
a combination of crisp lettuce, shredded 
radish, ersatz crab and one prawn, is 
dressed in the popular Japanese mayon- 
naise-based salad dressing. Real crab 
would of course be better, but most Asian 
restaurants use this substitute nowadays, 
and it still makes a refreshing salad. 

Sushi prices range from 60 cents to 
$1.65 for one piece. Hamachi, maguro 
and ikura with a quail egg were favored 
for freshness and size, but unagi (smoked 
eel) was too small and flavorless. Akagai 
(red clam; $1.50), sake (salmon; 95 cents) 


was quite good. Soup, salad and white 
rice are served with this dish as well. 
Country Station’s food is certainly 
not haute cuisine, but rather simple, 
good food served in a very informal 
and fun atmosphere. I wouldn’t make 
an evening out of this experience, but I 
would and do stop in from time to time 
to eat some sushi and some of the din- 
ners. The food is clean and light, as is 
all Japanese food, and the ambience is 
truly unique. | |

ACTIVISM 


HAVE YOU ever experienced the frustration of 
hearing musicians in live performance, then 
rushing to your favorite record store only to 
discover that the record you want doesn’t exist 
yet? That happened to Ron Gompertz, owner of 
Forma on Haight Street, after catching such locals 
as Patrick Winningham, Steve Yerkey and J.C. 
Hopkins playing their new urban folk music at the 
Paradise Lounge, Sacred Grounds and other 
intimate SF nightspots. ‘‘I was impressed by the 
honesty of the music,’’ he says, ‘‘and felt that this 
roots and folk-oriented acoustic music scene is the 
most exciting thing going on in the city right 
now.’’ Gompertz dashed into Hall of Records 
where Denise Sullivan delivered the bad news but 
agreed that these guys should be on record and 
planted the idea that somebody ought to do 
something about it. So after consulting with 
Sullivan, Jim English, entertainment lawyer Barry 
Simons and others, Gompertz decided to channel 
the burgeoning acoustic music movement into self- 
promotion and a recording.

Contraband reclaims the spirit of a housing project

Sanctae Crucis means 

House of God by the 

Name of the Holy Cross, 

if I remember my Latin. 
That inscription, carved in stone, sits 
expansively over the entrance of the 
neo-Byzantine church in the Western 
Addition. The building looks solid, 
well maintained — and locked tight asa 
drum. It’s quite a contrast to its 
neighbor across Eddy Street, the shod- 
dily constructed housing project, now 
abandoned, whose empty windows 
gape into the dusk like a series of 
poked-out eyes. 

The ironic contrast between those 
two structures is probably not what at- 
tracted Contraband to remount 
Religare at the Plaza West, but it seems 
strangely appropriate. If there is 
something like a secular religious 
ceremony, previous incarnations of 
Religare — in the pit of the burnt-down 
Gartland Hotel and a construction site 
at Laney College — came pretty close 
to it. This time around, the unruly 
amalgam of incantations, processions, 
shrines and sacrifices that make up 
Religare seemed to have even more of 
the trappings of a religious service as 
this bunch of ragamuffins, looking like 
escapees from a lunatic asylum or 
characters from Marat/Sade, engaged 
in their atavistic ritual of remembering. 

Contraband uses Religare (‘‘to 
reconnect’’ in Latin) in a blatantly 
political way, to create solidarity with 
lives that have been destroyed by 
dislocation and poverty, with land that 


has been stolen and abused, with a 
history that has been falsified or ig- 
nored. It’s theater with a burning social 
conscience that sears itself into your 
sensibility. At the end of the perfor- 
mance you want to go and change the 
world, not because of the message but 
because of the force and intensity with 
which Contraband raises the issues.

The Greeks used to call such ex- 
periences ‘‘catharsis.’’ 

This particular version of Religare 
took place through the weekend in 
what used to be the playground of the 
U-shaped housing project at 1865 Eddy 
Street, near Divisadero. First il- 
luminated by the setting sun and then 
by spotlights and torches, and to the 
reverberating sounds of rusty pipes, 
ringing fire escapes, playground equip- 
ment and cement walls, the 20-odd per- 
formers, dressed in long johns, invited 


the audience to move through a series 
of way stations, created by the incredi- 
ble Lauren Elder and her assistants. 

Elder took the accumulated discards 
of several lifetimes and infused them 
with a last hurrah by reshaping them in- 
to a new context. Headboards and 
chairs looked down from crumbling 
walls, a children’s slide hung from a 
first-floor balcony, broken mirrors lined 
a cave, torn-up pictures of Martin 
Luther King Jr., stuck to a wall, became 
a shrine. and hundreds of pieces of 
broken glass were swept up and shaped 
into an open hand, an altar and icon for 
the whole performance. It was all very 
ugly and very beautiful. 

As the audience, accompanied by 
raucous chanting, wandered through 
the performance space, it encountered 
a bard singing in what used to be the 
boiler room, a witch presiding over a 
memorial, a Butoh-like creature claw- 
ing his way out of the earth, a woman 
screaming her way through an identity 
crisis. In the middle section of the 
work, the six Contraband dancers 
gathered in a central arena for physical 
encounters that had more to do with 
wrestling than dancing; they butted 
and threw each other, at times in fury, 
at times smilingly, bouncing off each 
other like so many punching bags. The 
partnering was weighty and violent, 
tearing up the earth with digging feet, 
falling shoulders and faces that hit the 
ground. After a mock death and a 
rebirth, the audience joined the circle 
of performance for an affirmation of 
those who were no longer there. 

Naive? Sure, but also fiercely beauti- 
ful, intense and right on the button. 
Religare remains quite irresistible,

SPACE PROBLEMS 


Theater Artaud defeats 
Lines Dance Company 


LINES DANCE COMPANY. Theater 
Artaud, SF. Thursday, May 4th.

LONZO KING brought 
his Lines Dance Com- 
pany to Theater Artaud 
for a two-weekend 
spring season, and it 
was probably not the most felicitous 
move. The lack of wing space at times 
severely hampered the fast exits and 
forceful entrances that his chore- 
ography demands. Dancers need a 
special type of dare-deviltry to exit at 
full speed — and face a brick wall two 
feet in front of their nose. And not all 
the dancers were up to that challenge 
during the May 4th performance. 
The very size of Artaud’s cavernous 
space also seemed to emphasize some of 
the company’s technical weaknesses, 
particulariy in the men, who at times 
looked a little lost. It takes a great deal of 
authoritative projection to fill that 


volume with movement that com- 
municates effectively. A proscenium 
stage probably would frame this very 
fine company more flatteringly. 

The best thing that Lines has going for 
it, besides some dedicated dancers who 
seem to persist with the company year 
after year, is Alonzo King himself. A 
well-known teacher and gifted chore- 
ographer, he seems to know the per- 
sonalities of his dancers so intimately 
that he brings out each nuance of their 
strengths as he sets his pieces to them. 

Particularly effective this year was 
the way he used Nora Heiber, a tall, 
heroic dancer. In the ‘‘Ligeti Varia- 
tions,’’ Heiber was magnificent, 
psychologically dominating her two 
partners (Greg Dawson and Danny 
Furlong) even as they manipulated and 
supported her. Later in the program, in 
a premiere work titled ‘‘Alkan,’’ King 
used that same strong assertiveness in a 
bit of self-mockery in which Heiber 
started her solo like an Amazon on the 
warpath only to dissolve into a piece of 


feminine fluff. Besides being an 
authoritative dancer, Heiber has a 
charming mimetic sense of comedy. 

For “Ligeti Variations,’’ first per- 
formed at Laney College last year, King 
used a set of piano variations by avant- 
garde Hungarian composer Gyorgy 
Ligeti. Making intelligent use of the 
strong music, King created shimmering 
mini-dramas in which his dancers could 
shine. Because I arrived late, I missed the 
first two sections in this year’s perform- 
ance, but from what I saw it is one of his 
finest works. Sharply defined, shifting 
in moods, the individual pieces fit 
together like a mosaic. 

The rest of the ambitious program, 
which unfortunately only attracted a 
smattering of people, was dedicated to 
four premieres, three by King, and one 
by Joanna Haigood, who has made 
somewhat of a reputation for her unor- 
thodox use of performance spaces. 

King’s ‘‘Solo,’’ performed without 
thusic, featured company member 
Greg Dawson, a handsome dancer 
whose runs and leaps were somewhat 
heavy but who displayed a nice ability 
for smoothly shifting from sharp at- 
tacks to languid stretches. However, if 
the piece has a strongly defined per- 
sonality, it has yet to emerge. 

In ‘‘Fallen Angel,’’ a formally dressed 
ed ballet dancer listened quietly to the 
passionate singing of blues great Etta 
James while stretched out on two 
chairs. Not even the contrast between 
the two types of artistry managed to 
create more than an accidental interest 
in this small piece. 

“Alkan,’’ named after the French 
composer of the same name who travel- 
ed in Chopin’s circles and whose 
pianism sounded astoundingly contem- 
porary, is another of King’s pieces in 
which he focused on the individual 
talents of the dancers. Katherine Warner 
brought a wonderful lyricism to a solo of 
exploration, hesitancy and self- 
absorption. Reaching up and collapsing 
with at times dramatic open arm 
gestures, she was very touching as she 
dreamily stalked off-stage at the end. 

But the real stars of ‘‘Alkan’’ were 
Marina Hotchkiss and Richard 
Redlefsen. Their duet was one of 
gradual awakening, where he brought 
her initially limp body to life by caress- 
ing and positioning limbs, turning her 
like a doll, and pulling her toward life. 
The relationship just danced around 
the edges of conflict as she became 
more and more independent and he 
became entangled in her movements, 
but it never broke into the open. 
Redlefsen was excellent as a sensitive 
supportive partner and Hotchkiss was 
strong and beautiful as she opened up 
like a flower. 

The major disappointment of the 
evening was Joanna Haigood’s 
‘Depot,’’ in which she attempted to 
evoke the spirit of Theater Artaud’s 
past as a train depot. The piece started 
out well enough when the curtains of 
the south and east walls opened to 
reveal Artaud’s industrial windows. As 
the tiny figure of Enrico Labayen, 
silhouetted against the glass, silently 
moved across the scaffolding half-way 


-up the wall, you began to get a sense of 


what this building had been like. You 
could almost smell the smoke from the 
locomotives of long ago, 

But the window to the past never 
opened. Its time travelers — among 
them two young lovers and a woman 
with a suitcase, a goddess-like figure 
who semaphored passages with train 
lights from an illuminated altar-plat- 
form — never managed to pull us into 
their worlds. That Hopper-like stillness 
that characterizes other of Haigood’s 
evocations was only very intermittently 
at work, and for the most part the piece 
seemed dreary and irrelevant. 

It is quite possible that even a 
stronger concept might have been over- 
whelmed by the sheer vastness of the 
place. Theater Artaud is a wonderful 
performance space, but not for Lines 
on this particular weekend. a

NE ASPECT of glasnost 

has been that the 

U.S.S.R. has admitted it 

has the same problems as 

the rest of the world, 
from alcoholism to AIDS. Little Vera 
focuses on the aimlessness of modern 
Soviet youth in much the same way 
Hugh Hudson’s Lost Angels does for 
the U.S. The two films have some re- 
markable similarities, considering that 
they’re really as different as the coun- 
tries that produced them. 

Vera (Natalya Negoda) is the central 
character of the Soviet film, while the 
American effort revolves around Tim 
(Adam Horovitz). Within the first few 
minutes of each, we hear expressions of 
concern about the kids’ companions 
from Vera’s mother (‘‘. . . hangs out 
with the wrong crowd’’) and Tim’s 
stepfather (‘‘. . . how easy it is to fall 
into the wrong crowd’’). 

Both teenagers go to dances that turn 
into rumbles and wind up in bed with 
someone afterward — Tim with Cheryl 
(Amy Locane), Vera with Sergei (Andrei 
Sokolov). 

Vera’s bad influence is her friend 
Lena (Alexandra Tabakova), who is 
“ike a sister’’ to her; Tim’s is his half- 
brother Andy (Don Bloomfield). Vera 
has an older brother, Victor (Alex- 
ander Negreba), but he no longer 
wields any influence over her. She 
steals Sergei from Lena, while Andy 
eventually takes Cheryl from Tim. 

Lost Angels is set among the 
multiply-married middle class of 
Southern California, Little Vera in an 
unbroken working-class home. Tim 
gets arrested while Vera gets engaged, 
as each film goes off on its own course. 
Lost Angels tries ambitiously to get at 


root causes and solutions while Little 
Vera merely considers the option of 
marriage, turning into a serious Soviet 
updating of Father of the Bride. 

Like proletarian — usually Italian- 
American — families in American 
films, Vera’s clan argues a lot. Their 
verbal bouts alternate with Vera and 
Sergei’s much-publicized lovemaking 
scenes through most of the picture. 
After Sergei moves in with Vera’s fami- 
ly he quarrels with them constantly un- 
til her father stabs him, giving the 
others something new to fight about. 

My response to this kind of film in any 
language is that if I want to hear people 
argue I can stay home; that’s what I go to 
the movies to get away from. 

The love scenes have earned Little Vera 
its notoriety, but they’re tame enough by 
American standards. Negoda appears 
topless a few times and Sokolov wears a 
bathing suit that outlines its contents. 
Only once are they shown having some 
kind of simulated sex. It’s nothing you 
haven’t seen before, and the Soviets 
don’t do it any differently. If you’re 
just beginning to realize how much our 
two countries have in common you may 
appreciate Little Vera for proving the 
Soviets can be as unpleasant as we can. 


T LEAST the characters in Lost 
At: keep their problems 

locked up inside. The parents 
also keep their kids locked inside — an 
adolescent psychiatric facility, the Valley 
Acres Developmental Center. Screen- 
writer Michael Weller and director Hugh 
Hudson have an ax to grind on the sub- 
ject and make the point strongly that 
these institutions are dumping grounds 
for often-healthy children from un- 
healthy families, and that the kids are dis- 
charged as ‘‘cured”’ when their insurance 
runs out, regardless of whether they were 
ever sick and whether they’re ready to re- 
enter society. ‘‘Until you’re 18,’’ Cheryl 
tells Tim, ‘‘anything they want to do to 
you is legal.”” 

Despite Horovitz’s unexpressive per- 
formance that makes him hard to care 
about, we learn gradually that Tim’s in- 
stincts are good — he feels better doing 


right than wrong. ‘‘Most people are 
assholes,” he tells us at the outset. 
““Maybe that’s why Mom married one — 
or remarried.”’ He’s loyal to his friends, a 
good trait although his loyalty to his 
brother’s gang is misplaced: He just has 
to learn who the assholes are. 

Wouldn’t you know there’s someone 
at Valley Acres who can show him? 
That’s lofty Dr. Loftis (Donald 
Sutherland), a recovering hippie and 
part-time alcoholic, the only one at the 
center who gives a damn and sees the kids 
as something other than figures on a 
profit-and-loss statement. He and Tim 
eventually help each other in a way that’s 
reasonably believable — and not absurd- 
ly optimistic — compared to most films 
dealing with troubled teenagers. 

Horovitz has a musical (?) career with 
the Beastie Boys to fall back on, and he’d 
better hang on to it. Considering how 
much screen time he’s given, he fails to 
make much of an impression. Co-star 
Amy Locane registers more strongly in 
any one of her scenes than he does in the 
whole picture; she exhibits considerable 
star potential. 

Because of Horovitz’s weakness — 
and he’s not a bad actor any more than 
Tim is a bad boy; he just doesn’t have any 
chemistry with the camera — I didn’t like 
Lost Angels as much as I wanted to, but I 
liked it enough to recommend it. 

What I’m curious about is whether the 
younger generation will embrace the film 
as their Rebel without a Cause, with 
which it has a lot in common. Perhaps 
Horovitz expresses their inexpressiveness 
the way James Dean showed the passion 
we felt inside but didn’t dare reveal, the 
Fifties being a passionless decade. And 
perhaps growing up with. divorced 
parents — ‘“‘Not even a third of my 
friends’ parents are still together,” 
Horovitz, who was raised by his mother 
after his parents split up, told me in an 
interview — makes them feel different 
from growing up with parents like Vera’s 
(and mine) who fight all the time but 
stay married. 

If the kids buy Lost Angels, it 
doesn’t matter what we old farts think. 
We’re just assholes anyway. ey

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CLASSY FILMS 


The Educational Film Fest offers 
insight on artists

OU DON’T have to be a 
teacher or a filmmaker to 
attend the 19th annual 
National Educational 
Film & Video Festival. 
This year, in fact, ahealthy percentage 
of the more than 80 films and videos 
on view should exert a special appeal 
for music and art lovers. The two- 
weekend program, beginning May 
19th, is particularly rich in 
biographical documentaries of signifi- 
cant American artists, with illumi- 
nating looks into the lives and works of 
painter Thomas Hart Benton, photo- 
graphers Ruth Bernhard and Imogen 
Cunningham, blues singer Alberta 
Hunter and designer Charles Eames. 

Most of these independently made 
works will eventually be shown in 
public school or on public television 
stations. But the festival provides a 
timely, low-cost ($5 general admission; 
$4 seniors), big-screen alternative to 
watching them on the tube. Presented 
at the Oakland Museum and the Ex- 
ploratorium over the next two week- 
ends, the films illuminate a variety of 
subjects that might be covered in the 
classroom: homelessness, liberation 
struggles in Central America, natural 
history, ecology and science. It’s good 
to see so many arts-related films, con- 
sidering the endangered status of art 
and music in public education. 

Of the documentaries I previewed, 
the 86-minute Thomas Hart Benton 
was the most lavishly produced, in- 
depth art biography. A famous painter 
with as many detractors as admirers, 
the Missouri-born Benton thumbed his 
nose at the New York gallery scene and 
championed art for the masses. In his 
heydey during the ’30s he painted 
populist murals and canvases of teeming 
American life, getting in trouble for his 
sensual nudes and blunt social commen- 
tary. He kept painting right up to the 
night of his death ten years ago at age 85, 


and just recently the long-indifferent art 
world has rediscovered him. 

Director Ken Burns gives a multi- 
dimensional picture of Benton, 
eliciting provocative comments from 
his friends, students, family, art 
historians and art critics. The wonder- 
ful snippets of newsreels and interviews 
with the painter give a sense of 
historical context. The lingering pans 
of Benton’s spectacular murals and 
less-spectacular paintings, and the 
folksy score of banjo tunes and early 
jazz are also effective. 

What emerges is a fascinating por- 
trait of aman who was the Mark Twain 
or Carl Sandburg of art, and a char- 
acter full of ornery contradictions. A 
sophisticate who played the hick, an 
honest Joe who courted publicity, a 
dedicated artist who sometimes painted 
kitsch, Benton was a true American 
original, and this film shows you why. 
Thomas Hart Benton, with narration 
by Jason Robards Jr., can be seen at the 
Oakland Museum on Saturday, May 
20th sharing a double bill with Ravel, a 
full-length homage to French com- 
poser Maurice Ravel. Ravel shows at 
11 am; Benton at 1 pm. 

Two documentaries on two San 
Francisco woman photographers 
demonstrate a completely different 
approach to the art-bio genre. In this 
format, the artist and the photographs 
speak for themselves with no help from 
critics or friends. It’s more autobi- 
ography than biography, and the trick 
for the filmmaker is to distill the artist’s 
achievement down to its essence. 

Ruth Bernhard, Photographer does 
that — thanks largely to the zesty oc- 
togenarian Bernhard and her exquisite 
photos. Born in Germany, successful 
first as a New York commercial photo- 
grapher, Bernhard was deeply af- 
fected by the work of Edward Weston 
and moved to California to study with 
him. Since then her high-contrast, lov- 
ingly composed portraits of dolls, pup- 
pets, shells, dogs, nudes and plants 


have been recognized as classics of art 
photography. 

Robert Burrill’s hour-long film looks 
a little hokey when it strays from the 
prints into recent footage, but the narra- 
tion by Bernhard is consistently elo- 
quent and refreshingly life-affirming. 
Articulate about her sources of inspira- 
tion and renewal, Bernhard at one point 
says, ‘‘I know exactly what it feels like to 
be a plant, and a tree, and a stone. I 
know that because when I photograph I 
become the thing I photograph.”’ Look- 
ing at her pictures, you can believe that 
such zen mergers between creator and 
creation do happen. 

The festival is coupling Ruth 
Bernhard with And Still We Dance, 
Ashley James’ vivid documentary of 
the Ethnic Dance Festival. Both films 
are screened at the Oakland Museum 
at 2:45 pm on Sunday, May 2lst. 

The late Imogen Cunningham, who 
took photographs well into her 90s, was 
a colleague of Bernhard’s but a plain- 
spoken pragmatist who would never 
dream of describing her work in 
mystical terms. In Portrait of Imogen, 
an Academy Award nominee this year, 
local filmmakers Meg Partridge and 
Nancy Hale try to reveal their subject’s 
character through her oeuvre. They do 
it with a Best-of-Cunningham slide 
show of 250 prints, with the artist com- 
menting on the various phases of her 
career. Like Bernhard, she shot natural 
objects and street scenes, but focused 
more consistently on portraits of 
famous and unfamous people. 

Watching this film is rather like try- 
ing to get a good look at someone 
through a rear-view mirror. 
Cunningham’s remarks are often blunt 
but terse: She tells you how she made 
the controversial nude photographs of 
her first husband Roi Partridge, but 
not how she felt about being married to 
him. Still, the half-hour film makes a 
fine introduction to her pioneering art, 
sharp wit and no-nonsense approach, 
even if it doesn’t give you many details 
about her life. It will be shown on Sun- 
day, May 21st at 4:45 pm on a bill with 
three other short Academy Award 
nominees, Tin Toy, Gullah Tales and 
Family Gathering. The same program 
is repeated at the Exploratorium on 
Saturday, May 27th at 1 pm. 

For jazz lovers, I can recommend the 
hour-long A/berta Hunter: My Castle’s 
Rockin’, a joyful, straightforward en- 
counter with one of the great early 
blueswomen. There’s a chronicling of 
Hunter’s hot early career, her dignity 
and self-respect, and her long absence 
from music to care for parents. The 
heart of it, however, is performance 
footage shot within a year of Hunter’s 
death — and even in her 80s, this lady 
could put over a lowdown blues with sly 
panache. Her performance of My 
Man’s a Handy Man is a double- 
entendre classic. 

Playing on the same bill is Jazz in the 

_Classroom by Marin filmmaker 
Mitchell Braff, an excellent 15-minute 
companion piece. Focusing on a pro- 
gram that brings jazz musicians into 
East Oakland elementary schools, the 
basic message here is that music can in- 
spire and motivate children surround- 
ed by desolation. With fine musicians 
like Pete Escovedo and Wynton 
Marsalis coming to class, you can bet 
these kids sit up and take notice. Only 
one complaint about this nifty little 
documentary: It should be twice as 
long, with more details about a very 
worthwhile program. 

A filmic tribute to influential 
designer Charles Eames will take place 
at the Exploratorium on Monday, May 
29th beginning at noon. It features 
numerous short films about his designs 
and a 90-minute profile of Eames, 
made in 1975. The National Educa- 
tional Film and Video Festival also of- 
fers seminars on interactive media, 
careers in media and documentary 
distribution. For tickets to programs 
and a complete schedule, call 465-6878.

UST LAST November the Bay 

Area was engulfed in an un- 

precedented wave of Bulgar- 

mania, as thousands of fans 

flocked to hear the Bulgarian 

State Female Radio Choir’s 
much balleyhooed Berkeley concert 
and hundreds more wandered outside 
begging for tickets. By last week, 
however, the hysteria had subsided and 
only around 300 people made it to the 
Great American Music Hall for 
Balkana: The Music of Bulgaria. But 
what they heard was no less enthralling 
than the amassed voices that were such 
an worldwide sensation. 

Outside, Amnesty International 
leafleters were pointing out the state of 
Bulgaria’s human rights abuses. Inside, 
the beautifully costumed vocal Trio 
Bulgarka (reduced to the duo of Yanka 
Rupinka and Stoyanka Boneva as Eva 
Georgieva was ill) and five instrumen- 
talists were showing how the state has 
nurtured and preserved certain cultural 
legacies by turning traditional folk 
musicians into polished, lifelong 
government-employed professionals. 
For nearly two hours, the singers and 
players presented a dazzling panorama 
of 34 dirges, laments, ballads, harvest 
celebrations and dance tunes. The in- 
strumental textures changed from song 
to song, the complex meters were con- 
stantly shifting, and the vocal solos and 
harmonies were nothing less than 
heavenly. 

The five instrumentalists included 
the Trakiiskata Troika (Thracian Trio) 
with Stoyan Velichko, kaval (flute), 
Mihail Marinov, gadulka (a droning 
fiddle-like instrument) and Roumen 
Sirakov, tambura (related to the 
bouzouki), plus Kostadin Varimezoz 
on the gaida (bagpipes) and crowd 
favorite Jimmy Vassiliev on the teppan 
(like a marching bass drum). They 
played in various configurations, com- 
bining the zing of a bristling bluegrass 
band and the pastoral romanticism and 
joyous panache of the Chieftains. The 
audience whooped for the hot riffs and

fiery solos and sighed along with the 
wafting strains. 

Vocal fanciers in the audience (in- 
cluding Linda Ronstadt) couldn’t have 
asked for much more than the exquisite 
sounds of Boneva and Rupinka. Lan- 
guage wasn’t an issue as they sang solo 
or in tandem, using chest, throat and 
head tones in wonderous weaves. 
When they blended reedy harmonies, it 
was as if each voice was transparent, al- 
lowing the other to shine through, even 
while soaring into the stratosphere with 
the power of a pipe organ. At the bar 
during intermission, a woman long ex- 
iled from Bulgaria said, ‘‘This is the 
first time I have really missed Bulgaria, 
I am so proud.”’ 

If last year’s explosion of hype 
threatened to obscure the music, the 
reasonable turnout at the Music Hall at 
least assured that interest isn’t wither- 
ing completely as the trendiness wears 
off. The local women’s choruses Kitka 
and Savina keep related Eastern Euro- 
pean music alive and are performing 
around the Bay Area during the next 
month. Until the Bulgarians tour 
again, they can be heard on the Han- 
nibal/Carthage Records, Balkana and

has yet to make his major 

breakthrough beyond the loyal, 
indeed rabid, following that turned 
out for his fifth trip to the Bay Area. 
But as he proved in his gripping 
one-and-three-quarter hour solo 
concert in Berkeley’s Zellerbach 
Auditorium last Thursday night, 
few other performers come armed 
with as universally appealing an

arsenal of love songs, drinking 


tunes, political messages and 
down-home charm. A founding 
member of the popular folk- 
oriented bands Planxty and 
Moving Hearts, and longtime col- 
laborator with Donnal Lunny, 
Moore has worked solo off and on 
since 1970. His recordings are 
elegant folk-rock productions, his 
Irish brogue vocals gracefully aug- 
mented with guitars, keyboards, 
bouzouki, violin and percussion. In 
concert, it was just Moore and his 
acoustic guitar but he filled the 
hall with splendid music, righteous 
conviction and radiant personality. 


Last year Atlantic Records 
released Christy Moore, a fine 
compilation from his four previous 
WEA-Ireland albums, but the com- 
pany hasn’t mounted any state- 
side publicity at all. Nonetheless, 
more than 1,300 people showed up 
to hear their ruddy hero in his first 
U.S. campus performance, which 
opened with a wonderful 20-minute 
Opening set by John Peterson, San 
Francisco master of the uillean 
pipes. Composing from his own ex- 
periences — he was a bank clerk 
until the 1966 crash in Ireland and 
then spent four years at odd jobs in 
London — borrowing tunes from a 
host of brilliant but little-known 
songwriters (Floyd Westerman, 
Colm Gallagher, Peter Hames, 
Peter Cadle, Wally Page, Jimmy 
McCarthy, Ger Costello), and 
responding to shouted requests 
from the audience, Moore spon- 
taneously put together a riveting 
set of 25 songs. His working-class/ 
socialist/feminist/anti-imperialist/ 
anti-homophobic and anti-racist 
politics were expressed forth- 
rightly in such tunes ‘‘Ordinary- 
Man,”’ “Biko Drum,’ “Unfinished 
Revolution’’ and ‘‘The Dying 
Soldier,’? and subtly even in an 
ostensible drinking song like 
“Delerium Tremens.’’ And his de- 
meanor was both stoutly rugged 


and boyishly tender. 
Although Moore’s topics are 
often deadly serious — women 


strip-searched in jail, scapegoats 
wrongly imprisoned, rebels shipped 
off on slave ships — he is 
neither dour nor preachy and his 
determination is anything but 
grim. He cracked jokes, sang such 
lighthearted songs as ‘‘Lisdoon- 
varna’’ (the Irish Woodstock) and 
“The Reel in the Flickering Light,’’ 
and even delivered his first com- 
mercial, endorsing Mr. Zeller- 
bach’s Crown Z toilet tissue: ‘“‘If 
he’s gonna lend me his hall, the 
least I can do is use his shithouse 
paper!’’ Christy Moore is like an 
Irish Phil Ochs, a clever, commit- 
ted, passionate and hard-nosed 
romantic. Spending an evening 
with him opens you up to the world 
and brings you down to earth at 
the same time. B

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Bill Frisell: Washe: 


Bill Frisell, Before We Were Born 
(Elektra/Musician) 

He has been known to guitar freaks and 
the most adventurous aficionados of the 
ECM label for years, but the shy and 
bookish looking Frisell is finally coming 
into his own on a wider front. A regular 
on projects by producer Hail Willner (the 
Stay Awake Disney music tribute, 
Marianne Faithfull’s Strange Weather) 
and a favorite of drummer Paul Motian, 
Oakland guitarist Henry Kaiser and 
others, Frisell stretches electric and 
acoustic guitar (and banjo) possibilities in 
the company of such NY heavies as Arto 
Lindsay, Julius Hemphill and John Zorn, 
plus his regular bandmembers, cellist 
Hank Roberts, bassist Kermit Driscoll 
and drummer Joey Baron. His manipula- 
tions of timbre and texture are brilliant 
and the shifting lineups provide extra- 
ordinary canvases for his washes, splat- 
ters and icepick slashes of sound. He 
sounds nothing like Jim Hall or Jimi 
Hendrix but works naturally between 
those poles of cool lyricism and wrench- 
ing feedback. He often works on the 
edge of noise where notes become silly 
putty, and if they don’t snap back 
automatically they still have plenty of 
snap. The Zorn-arranged piece, ‘‘Hard 
Plain Drifter,’’ bounces through 13 
minutes of cued segments in Zorn's 
typical post-modern, pastiche style. The 
parts are stamped with Frisell’s own 
character as composer and shaped by 
his band's unique internal empathy, but 
the organizational gimmick wears thin 
and the puzzle comes unglued after one 
or two listenings. ‘Lone Ranger," on the 
other hand, like all three tracks with 
Lindsay, Baron and keyboardist Peter 
Scherer, falls apart beautifully, from 
slowly revolving space music into fan- 
tastic meteor showers. The 16-minute 
“Some Song and Dance’’ is the center- 
piece, with saxophonists Hemphill, Billy 
Drewes and Doug Wieselman joining the 
Frisell Band on four blues-inspired move- 
ments. Whether bopping, swinging, 
reflecting or rocking, Frisell is making 
rich, challenging music from a vantage 
point overlooking jazz, rock, fusion and

Even in its bleeped, male-member- 
deleted version, ‘| Spent My Last $10 
(On Birth Control & Beer)’’ has become 
something of a cult favorite on local radio.

Gary Marks, The Real World 
(Arewea) 
Anyone who has tuned into Teresa Trull’s 
recent recordings — solo and with Cris 
Williamson — is familiar with the superb 
songcraft of this Bay Area composer 
Marks recorded three previous jazz- 
oriented albums with such artists as 
John Scofield, Art Lande, Mark Isham 
and Paul McCandless. That background 
provides complex structures, intriguing 
rhythms and keen arrangements for his 
blatantly ‘commercial’ songwriting. If 
familiar reference points are Steve 
Winwood and Bruce Hornsby, Marks 
demonstrates more care to the architec- 
ture of a song than those two certified 
platinum stars did on their most recent 
outings. On this, his second pop produc- 
tion, Marks, with his rather thin, sweet 
voice, can't really improve on the Trull- 
produced versions of ‘‘The Love We 
Take,”’ ‘‘For Molly's Sky" or ‘Soulful 
Days.’’ But the songs are exceptional, 
aiming straight for adult pop radio in their 
sound and targeting intelligent, ecology 
conscious romantics with their lyrics 
And Marks’ keyboard-based arrange- 
ments, either spare or fleshed out with 
guitars, horns, drums and background 
vocals, make them even more attractive 
Before Marks becomes the next Bruce 
Hornsby, you can get this self-made

Speed The Plough (Coyote) 

The nicest thing about the byzantine 
interworkings of the Hoboken-Haledon 
post-punk music scene is that it’s so 
reliable. If you like the quietly intense 
work of the Feelies, whose rhythm 
guitarist Bill Million produced this record, 
you'll like Speed The Plough, though their 
music is more introspective and quieter, 
less anchored to the crazy rhythms of 
their mentors 

Speed The Plough is made up of ex- 
members of the Trypes, the people from 
Yung Wu that aren't in the Feelies anda 
member of a one-off silly group called 
Ex-Lion Tamers that does covers of Wire 
songs. And in fact, Speed The Plough's 
music sounds like folked-out Wire or the 
Feelies on barbituates, replete with lyrics 
about everyday subjects, living on River 
Street, riding a blue bicycle, going to 
Tommy's House. | prefer the songs with 
female vocals (“Cardinal Rules" is a 
fave) but the special strength of the 
album is the completeness of its 
atmosphere. 

Speed The Plough is on Hoboken’s 
Coyote Records, a label that's in turn co- 
owned by the owner of the great 
Hoboken nightclub Maxwells, and many 
of the above-mentioned Ho-bands 
rehearse in that space. Perhaps years of 
minor chords and drone notes have 
drenched the air there, permeated 
everyone's collective imagination with 
this particular mood.

Bay Area Women's Philharmonic showcases works by 
17th- and 18th-century women composers

RAPPING UP its 

eighth season, the 

Bay Area Women’s 

Philharmonic pre- 

sented a collection of 
works by women. That’s hardly 
unusual in itself, but these works date 
back to the 17th and 18th centuries. 
Most of the pieces had never before 
been performed in the U.S., and sprang 
to life under JoAnn Falletta’s direction 
of the talented ensemble. 

There’s always a risk, though, when 
a group with such a clear mission starts 
digging into the past for suitable con- 
cert material. Some of the works were 
frankly lacking — in development, in 
innovative style — and appeared to be 
in the program not for their intrinsic 
worth, but because they were written 
by women. At times, this isn’t enough 
of a reason. 

Granted, BAWP is facing some un- 
usual challenges that other musical 
archaeologists may never consider — and 
often, its efforts pay off, as in the mar- 
velous presentation of Louise Farrenc’s 
symphony from the 1987-88 season. In 
general, its pattern of ‘‘something old 


and something new’’ works best. 

This performance opened with a 
suite from the ballet Les Genies, writ- 
ten in 1736 by a Mlle. Duval. Neither 
the composer’s first name nor date of 
birth have been uncovered, but she was 
known as a singer, harpsichordist and 
as a member of the Paris Opera in addi- 
tion to being a composer. The suite 
opened with a surprisingly Italianate 
overture, comparable to Geminiani. 
The sarabande featured some interest- 
ing counterpoint between the cellos and 
violins, and in the gavotte a pleasant 
dialogue between the flute and violin 
took place. 

In the second selection, Camilla di 
Rossi’s Sinfonia from I] Sacrifizio di 
Abramo, conductor Falletta also per- 
formed as lutenist. The slow movement 
was memorable for the etched nasality of 
the lute against the more fluid strings, but 
in general the work did not stand out. 

The final work of the first half was 
the Concerto No. 5 in B-flat Major for 
Violin, by Maddalena Lombardini- 
Sirmen. Suffering from lack of imagin- 
ation throughout, this piece should 
have been left in an Old World library. 

The second half was an improve- 
ment over the first. The Concerto for 
Twelve Instruments and Cembalo 
Obbligato, written by Anna Amalie, 
Duchess of Saxe-Wiemar, was recon- 
structed by the BAWP staff. A pleasant 
and solid introductory theme set the 
tone, and the following segments, al- 
though not always developed satis- 
factorily, joined to achieve a charming 


rococo effect. Harpsichordist Susan 
Harvey met the fairly light technical 
demands easily, and showed good 
sense in choice of registration. 

Elizabeth Jacquet de la Guerre’s 
“‘Jonas’’ Cantata ended the perfor- 
mance brilliantly. Of all the composers 
introduced, she was without a doubt 
the most talented. In her own day, she 
was acclaimed ‘‘the marvel of our cen- 
tury,’’ according to the program notes, 
and by the age of five had captured the 
attention of Louis XIV. 

Her cantata showcased the pert 
soprano of Judith Nelson, an ex- 
perienced interpreter of baroque 
music. She articulated well, and only 
occasionally went out of focus toward the 
top. She was well accompanied by the 
ensemble, and especially by principal 
cellist Nina Flyer. 

The Florence Gould Theater, cir- 
cular and intimate, was perfectly suited 
to this concert. Unfortunately, there 
were a large number of empty seats, al- 
though those attending were genuinely 
enthusiastic. 

Although the presentation of these 
long-neglected works is historically im- 
portant and made for a fairly good con- 
cert, it was not a stellar program. It 
seems likely that these women com- 
posers pressed the limits of sexism in 
their society, but were less willing to ex- 
plore musical boundaries. In imitating 
rather than innovating, they may have 
placed some limits on their own creativ- 
ity. Still their work is a valuable testa- 
ment, andgoodtohear performed. M&

Intimate Domains: 
New Super-8 
Films 


For most of its 20-year history, 
super-8 film has been overlook- 
ed by the majority of filmgoers, 
filmmakers and critics as a valid 
artistic medium, most of whom 
prefer the larger size of 16mm or 
the immediacy of home video. 
But super-8 film remains 
relatively cheap and easy to 
use, and for many independent 
filmmakers its versatility offers 
a much more personal means of 
expression. In a two-part series, 
the SF Cinematheque explores 
the work of eight artists who 
work almost exclusively in this 
medium. The first night includes 
new works by Peter Herwitz, 
Nina Fonoroff, Phil Solomon 
and Willie Varela, each seeming 
to explore memory — of place, 
time or people. Herwitz’s work 
moves with poetic editing 
through cycles of often hand- 
painted images; Solomon’s in- 
tensely beautiful textures evoke 
dreamworlds; Varela’s films are 
often surreal and disturbing, but 
reflect his thoughts on 

his current existence.

Chicano Park 


Neighborhood activists will find 
empowerment in this film by 
Marilyn Mulford and Mario 
Barrera, the true story of 
Mexican-Americans in Barrio 
Logan, near downtown San 
Diego. They wanted a park; the 
city didn’t care; they took the 
park, rediscovering their cultural 
heritage as they marked their turf 
with murals. The history of the 
area is interestingly related by 
Tony Plana, from its days as part 
of Aztlan, settled by Indians who 
would migrate south and become 
Aztecs, through the closing of 
the U.S.-Mexican border in 1924, 
Depression deportations, and in- 
dustrial sprawl forcing people 
out in the 1950s and ’60s until 
the people took a stand on 
April 22, 1970. The structure gets 
clumsy toward the end, 
minimizing the long-fought-for 
extension of the park “‘all the 
way to the Bay” and casting 
doubts on the future of the park 
and the neighborhood around it. 
The cause of accuracy could be 
served without turning the whole 
thing into a shaggy park story.
